WEBSTER’S SPEECH ENDED 


A FLOOD OF EVID£NCE 10° 
BuGIN NEXT WEEE. 


THE PARNELLITES CONFIDENT OF DIS- 
PROVING THE ‘“‘TImMEs's”? CHARGES— ; 
MANY INFORMERS WILL TESTIFY.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Attorney-General Web- 


ster’s conclusion of the opening for the 
Times to-day leaves the case about where it 
Next week the J7imes 
will begin with a shoal of witnesses from 
Ireland, proving what it alleged about in- 
cendiary speeches and the consequent out- 
rages and boycotting. If the Judges allow 
this to goin it will. consume a long time, 
but the impression is that they will cut this 
short and get at the real points at issue, 
which are the question whether Mr. Par- 
nell wrote the letters attributed to him and 
why he gave Byrnea check for £100. I 
am assured on the highest Parnellite au- 
thority that the Times will be simply over- 
whelmed with adverse evidence on these 
two points. Hence everything depends 
on whether the Judges agree with the gen- 
eral public in regarding these the only vi- 
tal points. If they do not decide to go into 
the whole question of the Parnellite mem- 
bers’ acquaintance with the extremists, and 
the use of strong language in speeches, 
then there is no telling when the case will 
end or what turn it will take. ‘The Times 
has secured a number of informers, both 
from Ireland and America, but it is pretty 
clear that they are all small fry who hung 
upon the outskirts of Fenianism and later 
of Parnellism, and have sold a good deal 
more information than they really possess. 
Thus far Mr. Parnell is bringing no wit- 
nesses from America, and counts on em- 
ploying only a little rebutting evidence 
from Ireland as to the general charges.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The Parneil Commis- 
sion again listened to Attorney-General Wob- 
ster’s presentation of the Times's case to-day. 
The speaker continued to recité a catalogue of 
outrages supposed to be traceable to members 


. of the League, and then quoted from speeches 


of Mr. Dillon and other Parnellites to prove 
their support of the plan of campaign. He 
dealt in succession with a series of utterances 
made by Messrs. William O’Brien, Crilly, Cox, 


Kenny, and Matthew Harris to shew their sym- 
pathy with ontrages, and he intimated his in- 
tention to deal at length with violent orations 
of League members made in County Clare dur- 
ing the years 1885, 1886, and 1887. 

At thie Presiding Justice Hannen’s patience 
seemed to be exhausted, and, leaning forward, 
he askea the Attorney-General if he did not 
think he had already given sutticient indication 
of the line of argument he intended to adopt. 

Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Mr, Parnell, 
suggested that the Attorney-General might 
hand him copies of the speeches he meant to 
quote from and thus save time. 

The Attorney-General replied that he must 
deal with all the Irish counties he had picked 
out as affording the most striking proof of the 
character of the League’s agitation. He quite 
understeod Justiee Hannen’s hint and he was 
desirous of adopting any practical suggestion 
which would enable him to shorten his remarks, 
He concluded his remarks by stating that men 
who baa actually participated in outrages would 
be called.as witnesses, and they would tell what 
moneys had been paid to them, ana how the 
crimes they were hired to commit were ar- 
ranged. The court then adjourned until Tues- 
day. 

The Times has served subponas upon Mr. 
Frank Hugh O’ Donnell and his solicitor, requir- 
ing them to produce certain documents before 
the Parnell Commission. It has alsosubpenaed 
Mr. Henry Campbell, Mr. Parnell’s. private sec- 
retary, to produce letters which he wrote for 
Mr. Parnell to Patrick Egan and others. 


A ROYAL SERVIAN PROCLAMATION. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 26.--A royal proclamation 
has been issued declaring that a new Constitu- 
tien is necessary, and appealing to all parties to 
unite in the work of procuring it. The elections 
for members of the Skupstchina have been fixed 


for Dec. 2, and the newly-elected bedy will 
assemble on the 13th of that month. 

The King, in his proelamatien, refers to the 
approaching five hundredth anniversary of the 
batue of Koso, and calls upon the poset to 
learn the lesson of ‘he past and avoid mistakes 
aud sd jinsure to Servia a brilliant future. His 
Majesty expresses his firm conviction that no 
pressure threatens the ceuntry from without. 
After detailing his policy of loyal recognition of 
Tacta in accordance with the will of Eurepe and 
of the maintenance of mutual and friendly re- 
lations with Austria and ‘Turkey as best for the 
peaceful development of the country, he appeals 
to the nation to silence party discoras which he 
says have reached the highest pitch and 
threaten Servia with a repetition of tne sad 
events of the past century. In concluding he 
says: “The nation bas serious work to per- 
form—to restore financial equilibrium, to re- 
vise the Constitution in order to extend the 
political rights of citizens, and to endeavor to 
suppress or mitigate party conflicts.”’ The 
proclamation which was compiled on the King’s 
own initiative, has produced a good impression. 

King Milan has settled 1,000,000f. on ex- 
Queen Nathalle, The Crown Prince will be 
permitted to write to his mother three times 
weekly. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—The papers 
here express indignation at the manner in 
which King Milan of Servia secured a divoree 
from Queen Nathalie, and denounce the divorce 
as illegal, The Svet urges Queen Nathalie to 
appeal to the Patriarch of Constantinople and 
other chiefs of the Orthodox Church to annul 
the action of the Motrepolitan Theodosius, 


THE NEWS OF BERLIN. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26.—Government organs 
are talking ef the expected recall of Barou von 
Schloezer, the Prussian envoy tothe Vatican, in 
consequence of the Pope’s oration to the Nea- 
politan pilgrims. The Germania (Catholic) as- 
serts that the Papal note tothe Nuncio at for- 
eign Courts will emphasize the fact that Em- 


peror William’s visit, having led to oceurrences 
that could not fail to wound the Pontitf, has 
made the position of the Pope still more de- 
plorable. 

The Aorth German Gazelle, commenting on the 
Pope’s letter to Cardinal Lavigerie on the 
slave trale, says that the Pope’s action is most 
gemerous and is dictated by sublime Christian 
charity. The Gazette trusts that the rope’s 
course Will fiud a lively echo and energetic imi- 
tation in other héarts. 

Two elegantly-dressed foreign ladies drowned 
themselves to-day in the lake in which King 
Ludwig ef Bavaria committed suicide. 

It is reported that the Czar bas abandoned 
the idea of visiting Berlin. 

Itis stated that the cipher missod from the 
bedroom ef the late Emperer Frederick has 
been found among the papers of an aide-de- 
camp.

POLITICS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, Oct. 26.—At a Boulangist meeting 
in the Saile Wagram to-night, at which about 
600 persons Were present, a party of azti-Bou- 
langists, headed by Luiller, provoked a free 
fight. Many persons wero carried out of the 
plaee with lacerated and bleeding faces. Dur- 


tug the turmoil Lullier fired a revolver from the 
platform tuto the audience. He was immeni- 
ately thrown down and belabered with sticks, 
one of whieh penetrated bis neck. Luilier tired 
again three times, whereupon the gas was put 
out and a general rush was wade for the deors, 
Lullier was taken to a drug store, where his 
wound was dresesd. It is not known whether 
aby one was wounded by the shots fired by 
Luilier.

WHAT LONDON TALKS ABOUT. 

Lonpon, Oct. 26.—An election was held 
at Merthyr-Tydvil to-day to fill the Parliament- 
ary seat made vacant by the death of Mr. Henry 
Richard. Mr. Richard, who was a Home Ruler, 
was returned without opposition. In to-day’s 
election there were two candidates, doth Glad- 


stonians, Mr. Foulkes Griffiths being the nom- 
inee of the Liberal Association, and Mr. Pritoh- 
ard Morgan running as an independent candi- 

ate. r.. Morgan was successful, polling 7,149 
votes, againat 4,956 for Mr. Griffiths. 

Ata meeting of Protestant Home Rulers in 
Dublin to-day a letter from Mr. Gladstone was 
read, )n which he deplored the fact that the 
Protestants of Belfast, who a century ago were 
devoted Nationalists, now assembled to applaud 
Lord Hartington and everything their fore- 
fathers had condemned, and to condemn every- 
thing their forefathers had applauded. A letter 
from Mr. Morley was also reaa, in which he 
spoke most hopefully of the progress of the 
Irish cause, 

Correspondence between Secretary Tallack of 
the Howard Association, and Mr. Salomons, 
Secretary of the Russian Prisons Administra- 
tion, apropos of Mr. George Kennan’s Cenlury 
articles upon the Siberian exile system has been 
made public. Mr. Salomons expresses aston- 
ishment at the statements in regard to Russian 
prisons and prisoners made by Mr. Kennan. But 
he says he has long ceased to pay any atten- 
tion to opinions expressed in foreign periodical 
publications. He has satisfied himself that Kus- 
sia cannot expect fair treatment from them, for 
he has found tbat in them gross ignorance goes 
hand in hand with blind hatrea of Russia. 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—The Siandara’s corre- 
spondent at Shunghai says: ‘“ Reports from 
Corea indicate that a declaration of the inde- 
pondente of the country may soon be expected.

THE JUBILEE OF M. DE GIERS. 

BERLIN, Oct. 46.—The North German Ga- 
zelle says that Emperor William telegraphed to 
M. de Giers, the Russian Foreign Minister, who 
yesterday celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
his entrance into public life, felicitating him 
upon his jubilee, and stating that all Europe 
recognizes in him a statesinan who in his long 
career Das won general esteem. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—The telegram 
of congratulation received by M. de Giers from 
the Czar yesterday was as follows: ‘*The Czar- 
ina and myself congratulate you upon the occa- 
sion of the. jubilee of your honorable and la- 
borious service for the empire. God grant you 
strength and health to continue in the exercise 
of your office tor wany years for the welfare 
and glery of Russia.” A special courier frem 
the Czar brought to M. de Giers the decoration 
of the order of St. Vladimir. 


VIENNA, Oct. 26.—The Fremdenblatt, in 
announcing that Count Kalnoky congratulated 
M. de Giers upon the oceasien of his jubilee, 
publishes a long and highly eulogistie article 
oa the Russian Foreign Minister, expressing 
the wish that he may long hold his arduous post 
and continue his efforts for the preservation of 
peace between Russia and the rest of Europe.

CHICAGO BROKER IN TROUBLE. 
CuicaGo, Oct. 26.—Benjamin B. Bryan, a 
member of the Board of Trade firm of Bryan & 
Landell, appeared in Judge Gary’s court to-day 
to try to free himself by habeas corpus from the 
elutebes of Sheriif Couch of Atlanta, Ga, Bryan 
was arrested on achargo of swindling specu- 


latively-inclined individuals of Atlanta out of 
$20,000 by means of a bucket shop. Bryan’s 
story is that he and Landell started a branch 
commission bousein Atlanta in June last,and put 
one Gossett in charge of it. Gossett 1s alleged io 
have run away with all the muney of the firm, 
and @ man named Hilton toek his office and ran 
a bucket shop fur several months and then, it 
is charged, tled as Gossett had done. Bryan 
claims that he had ne interest whatever in the 
business done by Hilton, Judge Gary held, 
however, that the requisition from the Govern- 
or of Georgia was properly drawn, and Bryan 
started to-night for Atlanta. 


STOPPED BY LACK OF POWDER. 
NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 26.—A desperate 
fight took plase to-day at Roxie, in Franklin 
County, 40 miles south of Vicksburg, between 
members of the Roland family on one side and 


Dr. S. V. Parker and two of his brothers on the 
other. The fatal shooting of Dr. Parker and 
the very serious wounding of W.-P. Parker 
resulted. Fully 20 shots were tired, 
and the fusillade stopped only when the 
ammunition gave out, The affair grew 
out ef a family quarrel, caused by Dr. Parker's 
marriags to Mr. Roland’s daughter, when he 
wus charged with having a wife living near 
Martin, Miss. Great excitement prevails, and 
it is feared the difteulty is not ended. All the 
parties are under arrest, and the preliminary 
trial will take place to-morrow.

BELIEVES IN TARIFF REFORM. 


A LARGE STOVEMAKING FIRM SUPPORT- 
ING : CLEVELAND. 

ALBANY, Oct. 26.—The whole firm of 
Rathbone, Sard & Co., the largest stove manu- 
facturers in Albany and one of the oldest and 
best known houses in the county, has come 
over to the support of President Cleveland and 
tariff reform. Several of the younger members 
of the firm were Independents four years ago. 


Gen, John F. Rathbone, head of the tirm, is a 


life-long Republican. Ho was chosen by Gov. 
Morgan, at the outvreak of the war, to organize 
the State troops, and he sent 45 regiments to 
the front. He was aiso Adjutant-General under 
Gov. John A. Dix. Inan interview in the Argus 


to-morrow he will say: 


“T shall vote for Cleveland this year, because 
1 believe a reduction of the tariff would be for 
the great advantage of the business and manu- 
facturing interestsof ourcountry. I think that 
our manufacturing industries do not require 
the amount of tariff! now levied, and that ex- 
cessive tariff taxes are an incumbrance upon 
many of them. In our business, the manufact- 
ure of stoves, in whieh I have been engaged 
since 1844, [am confident that, under a lower 
tariff, we would be able to Increase con- 
siderably the amount. of our business every 
year. We would be able to give our employes 
mere work during the year than at present 
aud pay fully as high wages. For ayear’s work 
our employes weuld get more wages under a 
lower turiff than they now get,because we would 
do a larger amount of work inthe year. I wish 
it distinetly understood that I am not a frees 
trader. I believe in a proper degree of pretec- 
tion for such of our own industries 
as require protection, but 
to-day, in my judgment, is impeded by the 
excessive war tax, which clogsits develep- 
ment. [ believe that the iron industries re- 
celved all the protection they now require under 
the Morrill tariff of 1861, before war taritts were 
evacted and added to it. It seems to me that to 
declare that industry weaker now and more in 
need ef protection than in 1861 is to con- 
fesa that the war tariff has weakened instead of 
strengthened our manufactures. 

“Itis an absurd idea that Republicans should 
object to a platform favoring a reduction of the 
tariff, and sheuld denounce it as * free trade,’ 
when for many years the Republican Party 
itself was pledged to make the reductions 
which President Cleveland favors. Because the 
Republican Party has abandoned its former 
pledges and principles it does not follow that 
Republicans like myself should accept its 
present leadership and abandon the convic- 
tions which f6r years were part of our political 
faith. I shall cordially support President 
Cleveland, because [ believe that he is right in 
this matter, aud that tariff reduction is a ne- 
cessity’to business growth.”

QUAY'S SURPLUS VOTERS 


WAYS THAT ARE DARK AND 
PROBABLY VAIN. 


THE UNFULFILLED THREAT THAT WAS 


MADE ABOUT THREE YEARS AGO 
WHEN THE PRESENT REPUBLICAN 
MANAGER WAS A CANDIDATE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—The ‘‘high pub- 
he duty” that led the Philadelphia Press in 


July, 1885, to protest against the nomination of 
Matt Quay for State ‘Treasurer, because it 
would ‘‘touch the fuse of a personal explosion 
which would silence every Republicau advo- 
cate,” and for the more alarming reason that a 
campaign for Quay “would inevitably lift the 


lid from the administration of the Treasury 


itself and uncover secrets bef®re which Re- 
publicans wouid stand dumb,” was apparept- 
ly forgotten as soon as Quay was nominated. 
The silence about the secret of the Treasury 
so plainly hinted at was profound. The “ well- 


-informed people” in the Press ottice, who evi- 


‘dently knew something about the management 
of the Treasury that would injure the reputa- 
tion of the candidate to disclose by exciting tue 
suspicion that Quay was unfit to be intrusted 
with the custody of the people’s money, kept 
their knowledge to themselves and did not 
* lift the lid,” as they bad led the Republicans 
of Pennsylvania to suppose they would. 

What were the secrets so seriously affecting 
the integrity of the candidate as to constrain 
the leading Kepublican newspapers of the State 
to denounce Quay and to menace him with ex- 
posuret The #ress has never revealed thern. 
it allowed Quay to be elected Treasurer and to 
take possession of the State’s money. When he 
Went out of the State Treasury it made no pro- 
teat against his nomination of his own suc- 
cessor. If it would tell now what ‘ well- 
informed people know” about the private pur- 
poses to which the woney deposited in the State 
‘Treasurer’s bands was applied it would net only 
be a satisfaction to the Pennsylvania taxpayers, 
but it weuld perhaps enable the people of 
other Siates to reach a fair estimation 
of the audacity of Mr. Quay and 
the desperate extremities to which he 
will goto accomplish his purposes. It is not 
surprising that, in a State over which Quay has 
been able to establish such complete control as 
he now exercises, it should be difficult to “lift 
the lid,” which the Press appears to have within 
reach, but did not move, 

Men who admit that they are among the 
“ well-informed peopie” and even of the Demo- 
cratic Party declined to be quoted as accusers 
of Quay, not because they du not believe that 
the publige cought to be informed about the sort 
of man now rusning the Republican na- 
tional campaign, but for the reason that the 
penalty for disclosing Quay’s history would 
be their utter ruin. Quay bestrides them like a 
colossus, beneath whose shadow they dare net 
80 much as tisp his nume. When the new 
“boss” has bis downiall and is retired te the 
rear, a8 the Camerons have been, itis prebdable 
that the dread secrets of tbe +ress will be told. 
When “the lid is lifted” and it is shown that the 
deposits in banks were madein w spirit of the 
groussest favoritism, and with the plain purpose 
of having the funds available for pulit- 
ical use, will not the ‘ well-informed” 
people of the Press be prepared to sup- 

ly the proof? If it is charged that, while 
Quay was at the height of bis political power, 
aud in intimate rl. ins with tae custodians of 
the morey of the Siate, and when that money 
was suppesed to be ln safe hands, a lurge sum, 
not far frum $100,000, was wasted in specula- 
tion on Third-street aud had to be made 
good to the State by ebliging capitalists. Upon 
whom will the “well-informed people” of the 
Press tix the responsibility, and trom whom 
will they say a confession of guilt was extorted? 

‘here is no danger that the /ress will tell 
anything that willimpair public confidence in 
Quay as the custodian of the funds intend- 
ed to insure the eicction of Harrison to the 
Presidency. [f the halt of what the +ress has 
hinted at ve true itis certain thathe is a man 
who will give little heed to law’as an obstacle to 
the perpetration of any designs against the bal- 
lot bex. The Republican National: Committee 
evidently chose its manager with the conviv- 
tion that he must be free from syuesmishness, 
a black horse cavalryman rather than a chev- 
alier of honor. Whatever else Quay may be he 
is not regurded in Pennsylvania as a ‘brass 
band” politician. Thathe is veid no one will 
deny. Evervbody knows that he has a. pro- 
found contempttor “Sunday school” moratityin 
political contests. People who knowaunything at 
ali about bim dweil upon the fact that, tnstead 
of working openly, he delights, even ia the 
sinallest political undertaking, to use secret 
and mysterious methods. When he makesa 
parade he should, according to the Peunsyl- 
vunians, be suspected of some purpose not seen 
on the surface. For this reason itis suggested 
here that the sudden appearance in New-York, 
without disguise, of a legion of Philadelphia 
heelers, must be regarded as a feint, a dust 
ratsing in New-York to attract the public at- 
tention and to epable Quay to develop his planus 
in otber quarters, 

Itis well known that the Republicans arv 
deeply coucerned about the New-Jersey situa- 
tlou, and that they are as anxious te carry that 
State as they are to sapture Indiana and West 
Virginia. It is not merely oonjecture. Men 
who are not so conspicuous but just as skillful 
as Quay are sultliciently informed about his 
plans to spoil them when the time comes. If 
aiarge part of the excessively large Repub- 
lican vote of Allegheny County has been seized 
with a passion for travel in the Fall of the year, 
and is prospeciing ameng mines of West Vir- 
giuia and the natural gas regions of Indiana, it 
will be the misfortune and not tne fault of that 
vote if itis deposited in a stone box on Nov. 6b, 
instead of a woadeén er giass one. 

These signs of the travelerare observabls about 
the headquarters of the Republican State Com- 
mittee in the Continental Hotel in this city. At 
almost any hour of the day or 6vening, one muy 
see u row of necessitous looking blacks and 
whites standing at the curbstone, apparently 
awaiting acall. The white men are nut so weil 
clothed ag the black ones, and ure unseasonably 
lacking in overcoats. The blacks are of the 
knowing sort, who havo had experience 
enough sabeut-hotels te keep them from 
venturing to enter until they are properly 
sunmoned. One after another these men 
are calledin. When they reappear they go off 
with a business-like rush. Yo say where they 
go would require the assistance of gertlemen 
whoare making it their business to find out. 
But you can tind an unustaily large number of 
this sort of people at the railroad stations 
every day bound for Eastern and Weatern 
points. They are not accustomed to travel und 
they show }t. When tbey reach their destina- 
tions they will probably be met by persons who 
have made arrangements for them beforehand. 
If those arrangements are not already known 
to the police it is not altogether impossible that 
they may yet be discovered. 

Quay’s displuy of Philadelphia politicians 
about New-York headquarters is, a3 already in- 
timated, not regarded here as a dangerous one. 
Ex-Sheritf Leeds, if he were expected to take 
part in any desperate violation of New-York’s 
election laws, would be kept out of sight. 
Rorke, Chairman of tne City Committee, is a 
tyro in_ politics. Houseman, Durham, and 
others of the same calibre are not nearly so 
slick or 80 willing to take risks as sume of the 
“poys” of the Republican organization would 
be. It .is said here in regard to the im- 
probability of their participating in a 
colonizing seheme that it would be 
just as absurd to ask Barney Biglin 
or Bob McCord to head an invasion of Philadei- 
phia as tor Bill Leeds to lead such an invasion 
of New-York. Itisadmitied that the visiting 
Philadelphians may be useful in supplying 
“subjects” to titnames already put upon the 
reyistry lists. and to carry Out a repetition of 
the 1880 plan to reduce Democratic muijoritivcs 
below Harlem River. For the purpose of identi- 
fying and rounding up the Philadelphia negroes 
and others, Leeds, Rorke, aud their associates 
might be found useful. For anything tiher than 
that they would lack skill. 

Philadelpbia has a large majority of Repub- 
lican voters, but net so great a preponderance 
as formerly, when mea were voted who bad 
fallen during the war of the rebellion. Demo- 
eratic revision of the voting lists has cut down 
the majority greatly, but there is a superfiuous 
Republican vote in the Seventh and Niuth 
Warda, densely populated by negroes. This su- 
periiuous vote 13 to be employed, the Demo- 
crats have reason to believe,in reducing the 
Democratic wajority in Indiava, in West Vir- 
ginia, New-Jersey, and New-York, if Republican 
ingenuity and Quay’s boldness are as superior 
now to election laws as they were in 1878 
stronger than the sentence of a court of 
justice. So far as attempts upon the 
vote of New-York are concerned sieps have 
been taken to meet rascality in a way that will 
require the intervention of something like wa 
Peunsylvania Court of Pardons to keap several 
eminent Republicans away from a Thauks- 
giving dinner tn a public institution. Pennsyl- 
vauians of low deyree who have been unable to 
curb their desire to voie in West Virginia or in 
Indiana way be confronted at an awkward 
moment by fellow-citizens whose acquaintance 
they will have ne desire to cultivate, 

“ Pinkerton police” from Pennsylvania, taken 
over to New-York to help Mr. Quay secure a 
“pure election,” may be diseovered in large 
numbers ina day ortwo. It is astonishing how 
readily the protectionist pulitician turns to the 
Pinkerton police in his time of need. Lt is per- 
haps rather dangerous to bring them into use ia 
the East, just at a time wheu Gov. Palmer is 
expecting to be elected in Lilinoia upon a fight 
against the employment of Pinkerton police to 
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maintain publie order. It will not do, however, 
to regard Mr, Quay’s Pinkertons as avtual pe- 
licemen. When scratohed he may be found to 
be a full-fledged colonist dressed out in a false 
name in erder to make him a more privileged 
ballot box stufter. The withdrawal of 
voters from Pennsylvania, however, can only 
gotoacertain figure with safety. What that 
uay may know. Good observers 
here say that Pennsylvania cannot spare many 
Republican votes this vear if it hopes to give 
its Electoral vote to Harrison. emocratic 
activity in the campaign and vigilance at the 
ballot box promise to cut down tke majority 
for Blaine to a comparatively insignificaut one 
for Harrison. It would be melancholy if Quay 
should be reminded by an unfavorable report 
on Nov. 7 that “charity begins at home.

WHERE THE PHILADELPHIA BULLS AND 
BEARS WILL SHOUT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—The new Drexel 


Building at Fifth ana Chestnut streets, 10 stories 
bigh and containing, 500 rooms, was thrown 
open to the public to-day. The attraction was 
the new quarters of the Philadelphia Stock Ex- 
change, which are on the second floor of the big 
building. A. J. Drexel, the sole owner of the 
massive white marble structure, looking ox- 
ceedingly happy, received congratulations of 
visitors on the mosaic tiles of the new board 
rooms. It was, he said, one of the 
proudest moments of his life. From 
early in the morning until pbundreds 
of electric lamps lit up the piace im 
the evening, the new rooms of the Exchange 
were crowded with prominent business men, 
men about town, and the usual contingent of 
curiosity seekers. A large number of ladies 
were among the visitors. At noon the marble 
cerridors wére invaded by troops of laushing 
working girls. The whole Stock Exchange was 
there, and business at the old stand on Thira- 
street Was almost at a standstill. Every broker 
brought his family and his triends aud proudly 
escerted them through the spacious corridors 
and the handsome rooms. Bark Presidente, 
prominent railroad officials, and well- 
known merchants floated through the great 
building in the constant stream of visitors. 
Elaborate floral decorations made the marble 
corridors and lofty rooms of the Exehange look 
like tropical gardens. In the board roem rare 
plants und flewers looked out upon Chestnut- 
street. The warble rostrum, from which Presi- 
dent Wiiliam W. Kurtz will address the Ex- 
change and its invited guests at the dedication 
ceremonies to-morrow afternoon, was almost 
hidden in w horticultural bower. lLianuging froiu 
the lofty celling wero pretty baskets of plants, 
aud owers. ferns, and evergreens of 
various species decorated the roomy 2zal- 
leries. . The place looked like anything 
but the abode of speculation. The 
telegraph and telephone booths adjoining the 
board room were loaded dowu with floral dis- 
plays. The Clearing House and the Secretary’s 
room on the eastern corridor were also made at- 
tractive by tasteful embellisbments, and the big 
bank room, with its long tables, was an appe- 
tizing reminder of the coming feast. Big special 
officers stood nalf concealed in the towering 
plants in the corridors, and a small army of ex- 

erts operated the crowded elevators aud regu- 
uted the tide of Visitors in the broad marble 
stairways. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the visitors 
that the local bulls and bears had been provided 
with the handsomest quarters in the country 
for their financial struggles. The new Ex- 
change will be dedicated to-morrow by a ban- 
quet, to which nearly a thousand guests have 
been invited.

LORD SACKVILLE’S INTIMACY 
WITH HARRISON. 
THE BRITISH MINISTER'S RELATIONS 


WITH THE PRESIDENT COLD—RE- 


BUKED FROM LONDON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—More than one 
Democrat in Washington believes that Lord 
Sackville, the British Minister, was not wholly 
without guile when he-permitted himself to be 
used as atoel by the Republican managers ta 


divert the attention of voters{jfrom the rea 
issue of the campaign. It 1s asserted by these 
Democrats that the British Minister and the 
President have never beenon terms of more 
than formal friendship, and that the same ig 


true of his relations with Secretary of State 


Bayard and other mombers of the Cabinet. A 
Democrat who is well posted on the sub- 
ject Gis quoted by the Siar to-night 
as saying: ‘“‘ There has never been any cordiali- 
ty between Mr. West and the Secretary of State, 
they never having been brought into contacs 
exceptin the most cold and formal manner. 
The President hus never seen Mr. West except 
on formal official occasions, and has never bad 
any conversation beyond the passing exchange 
of greetings on such occasions. Nor has Mr, 
West had apy social relations with any 
one connected with this Administration. 
In important official matters the depart- 
ment has dealt with other representatives of 
the British Government, a318 well Known, Mr. 
Weet has been reganied as friendly to the 
other party, certalfily socially, and presumably 
politically. His warmest social relations are 
witn Senators Cameron and Mitchell and their 
families, and his relations with Gen. Harrison 
when the iatter was on the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee were most cordial The 
Camerons have beon his guests at the Springs, 
and Miss Mitchell accompanied bim and his 
daughters to Europe. There has been nothing 
in common between him and any one connected 
with this Administration. He has been xziven 
no more thau the coldest furmal reeognition, 
and has been alinost ignored. There is reason to 
believe, especially since Mr. Clevelaue’s retalia. 
tion message, that he regaras Mr. Cleveland’s 
Administration with great autagonism. He is 
not fool enough to have written vbat letter in- 
nocently. I believe he wouid like to have Mr, 
Harrison, with whom he has been very friendly, 
elected, and believes that British iuterests 
would get better treatment from bim Lhan such 
as is outlined in the Presidert’s last message.” 

As proof of the difference in tbe relations 
between Lord Sackville and the Adiministra- 
tion and Lord Sackville and the Republican 
leaders attention 1s called tothe fact that the 
“dynamite amendments” to the British extra- 
dition treaty, which the British Minister tried 
without success toinduce Secretary Bayard tu 
adopt, were promptly inserted in the treaty by 
the Republican Senators on the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. Oueof these Senators wag 
Mr. Harrison, who was a wemober of the com- 
mittee until the end of his Senatorial term. 

Another Cabinet meeting was hell ut the 
White House to-day, and Lord Sackville’s le tier 
and the complications growing out of it were 
again discussed, but the meeting was followed 
by no new developmeuts. At the State Depart 
meut it was said that Mr. Bayard had not taken 
any further action and had no statement to 
muke in adGditien to the one of yesterday. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—No official communi- 
cations have as yet passed beiweeu the Cabi- 
nets of Engiend and the United States with ref- 
erence to Lord Saekville’s letter on the Ameri- 
cau Presidential contest. Lord Salisbury has 
sent to Lerd Sackville several direct dispatcies 
deploring the Minister’s injudiciousuess. It is 
expected here that the United States Gov- 
ernment will make some demand. Mr. Pheips, 
the United States Minister here, has alreauy 
had aninterview with Lord Salisbury on the 
subject. 


LESS DISTRESS THAN FEARED. 

DEVIL’s LAKE, Dakota, Oct. 26.—Audcitor 
Ward arrived here this evening with $3,035, 
contributed in New-York for farmers here who 
lost their crops. While it 1s true that many 
farmers lost all their crops, the condition of 
affairs here has been greatly exaggerated. Out” 
side of the Jewish colony, ef about 100 families’ 
living 20 miles north of this city, there has been 
no suffering as yet. Itis estimated that per- 
baps 25 families, outside of the Jewish settie- 
ment, need asalstance this Winter and seed 
wheat in the Spring. The yield of wheatis 
much larger than expected two months ago, 
when most alarming reports cawe in from all 
directions and sometbing like a pame prevailed. 
Priees are xaiso better. Merchants report the 
yolume of collections about one-hali that of lust 
year. Many farmers who got good crops tuis 
season arenolding it for seed, whica wili bring 
ahigh price inuthe Spring. Mr. Hulbert, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, says he can 
see no reason for alarm. He thinks seed wheat 
will be forthcoming in abundancein proper 
time. Ifthe ceuntry was five years olaer the 
partial luss of the crops would not be felt.

grown out of their difficulties, the first being 
the attempt of Mrs. Rawson's son to kill his 
stepfather as the latter was leaving church, and 
the second Mra. Kawson’s fusillade upon hes 
husband's lawyer ina court room. Mr. Rawson’ 
suit for a divorce 1s still pending.

GERMANS INDORSE HEWITT 


ROUSING RESOLUTIONS IN HIS: 
SUPPORT. 

SHE GREAT MASS OF GERMAN VOTERS 
CONSIDER HIM THE RIGHT M\iN 
AND SO WILL VOTE FOR HIM. 

When the United G*rman Democratic 
Coun’y Conyextion reassembled for the fourth 
time last night it was with the full determina- 
lion toe carry out the intention apparent at the 
first meeting on Oct. 8 to array themselves 
under the banner of Abram 8, Hewitt, from 
which every possible endeavor has bean made 
to swerve them. Twice the convention has been 
adjourned at the request of an insignificant 
ininority only te show in the end that the great 
masa of the Germans of this city have been 
s'eadfastly in favor of Mayor Hewitt’s re-elac- 
tiuv from the very beginning, and all the efforts 
of would-be leaders and all the attempts to 
prejudice the Germans against the Mayor have 
only resulted in quickening the ardor of his 
friends. The meeting was called to order by 

Mr. J. Jacob Zellwagen. who invited nomina- 

tiens for permanent Chairman. To this position 

Mr. 8. D. Sewards was elected. 

School Commissioner E. J. H. Tamsen, in pre- 
senting the report of the Agitation Committee, 
said he had not been instrumentalin procuring 


from Mr. William Steinway the letter read at 
the last meeting and at the request of which the 
convention had been adjourned in the hope that 
the factional quarrel over the Mayoralty might 
be settled by the withdrawal of beth of the 
Democratic candidates and the nomination of a 
union candidate. He was not aware of the 
existence of the letter untilit was read in the 
convention, and had not seen Mr. Steinway 
ubtil the succeeding day. 

The resolutions recited the failure of all en- 
deavors to unite the parties on a unien oandi- 
date, the determination to continug in their sup- 
port of Cleveland and Thurman, and theirduty 
as good citizens to protect the interests of our 
great and beautiful city by the election of a 
man for Mayor who, without regard to the favor 
or iilwill of political parties and faetions will 
perform the dutics of the Chief Magistracy of 
the city simply and solely with the view of se- 
curing a municipal government which will not 
only be honest, etticient, and economical, but 
wili aiso constantly labor to realize the appar- 
rent destiny of our city, to wit: to become the 
commercial and industrial centre of the world, 
Mr. Abram 8 Hewits has been such a Mayor. 
Even his bitterest enemies admit that be has been 
the best Mavor the city has had during the last 
50 years. If he has not accomplished all that 
he set out to do it was not owing to lack ef good 
will, thorough understanding of the needs of 
the city, and of his working capaeity, but to the 
difficulties which the old methods that still pre- 
vail iu our City Government have thrown in his 
way. His etforts have been directea toward 
securing to the city a model government, and 
just as we consider it our patriotic duty to give 
to Grever Cleveland by his re-election an oppor- 
tunity to continue his work of purifying and 
improving our national administration, we re- 
gard it also as onr solemn duty te enable Mayor 
Hewitt by his re-clestion to continue and com- 
plete his work of munieipial reform, - 

“Te has been neither the tool of factions nor 
of the chiefs of departments, Dut he has been 
und is the real head of the Municipal Govern- 
ment. Therefore the hatred of the politicians 
against bim, and therefore, also, the desire for 
his re-election that permeates and inepires all 
fair-minded citizens, 

“His opponents have used a remark made by 
him about naturalization to influence the Ger- 
mans against him. but im his letter of accept- 
ance he has triumphantly refuted the assertion 
thathe is anationalist. His views in regard to 
a botter test of the qualifications for citizenship 
meet with the approval ef a great majority of 
the citizens who regard the American right of 
citizenship as a noble privilege. The mechan- 
lcal method in which the most ignorant men 
are naturalized merely because they have been 
five years in the country is a veritable satire 
upon our republican institutions. And every 
well-meaning citizeu will thank Mayor Hewkt 
for having raised his voice against this degra- 
dation of the American right of citizensnip,”’ 

The resolutions comimend the attitude of the 
Mayor on the amusement and Sunday ques- 
tions and the eftorts he has made for more lib- 
eral legislation and conclude as follows: 

“Therefore be it resolved that we, the United 
German Democracy, indorse Mr. Abram 8. 
Hewitt for Mayor, and promise him and also the 
other candidates of the County Democracy 
{naming them] our most hearty support.” 

Toe mention of Mr. Hewitt’s name was 
greated with loud and enthusiastic applause, 
and several times during the subsequent pro- 
ceedings he was loudly caeered. 

Jugde Pitshke of the City Court, a Tammany 
Democrat, who owes his vresent position to 
that party, offered a substitute resolution that 
the Germans maintain a neutral attitude on the 
Mayoralty, but upon the division which fol- 
lowed he could not summon more than 16 votes 
out of over 300 delegates present, and upon the 
final vote upon the resuvlutions there were only 
4 dissenting delegates. The meeting closed 
with three eheers for Hewitt, followed by three 
wore for Clevelandand Thurman. 


TRICKS TO INJURE HEWITT. 


As the campaign goes on the indications 
grow mere abundant that the sober-minded, 
thrifty people ef this city, knowing the value 
of Abram 8. Hewitt’s services to them as 
Mayor, are determined that he shall continue 
in ofiice for their benetit, and, asthe commercial 
advantages of this Nation are largely dependent 
on the administration of the affairs ef this port, 
for the cousequent benefit of the entire country. 
It is apparent, also, that the laboring people, 
they who work with their hands, and are 
honest and bard-headed, blunt and plain speak- 
ing, have such a regard for Mr. Hewitt 
as one earnest, strong-willed man of in- 
tegrity always feels for another. The 
leaders of Tammany Hall have made this dis- 
covery. It has alarmed them, and at the same 
time excited them to renewed endeavors te mis- 
lead the workingmen. A canvass of the car 
drivers of the Second, Third, and Fourth avenue 
lines and of several cross-town lines has re- 
sulted ik the discovery that a majority of them 
have determined to vote for Mr. Hewitt, be- 
lieving him to be a man always ready to oppose 
corrupt politicians and eager to redress wrongs 
of the poor. These men have learned that since 
he has been Mayor his office has been open to 
everybody who desired to make a complaint. 

An emissary ef Tammany Hall, a smeoth- 
talking gentleman, who has long been a walk- 
ing delegate of a car drivers’ branch of the 
Kuights of Labor, has for several days been 
hurd at work among the drivers of the roads 
montioned endeavoring to induce them not to 
vote for Mr. Hewitt. He ordinarily has much 
infiuence among them, but his efforts are re- 
sulting in discouragement for him. It has been 
said that be is an emissary of Tammany Hall. 
He would probably object to that characteriza- 
tion. Heis not pleading with the cur drivers 
to vote for Tammany’s candidate directiy, but 
ho is asking them not to vote for Mr. Hewitt, 
kuowing that Hugh J. Grant would be benefited 
by their acceptance of his advice. 

Although Mr. Hewitt has called the attention 
of the Police Commissioners to the fact that 
policemen have been doing political work by 
taisely informing truckmen that he had ordered 
their trucks to be removed from the streets at 
night, the wrong seems to continue. Assem- 
biyman Timothy D. Sullivan has foit it his — 
to write tothe Mayer on the subject, and inei- 
dentally to declare that the legislation of last 
seasion beneficial to the truckmen was inspired 
by Mr. Hewitt. Mr. Sullivan said:

She Hon, Abram S. Hewilt, Mayor: - 

DEAR SIR: A number of truck owners residing 

in my neighborhood have compiained to me that the 

wolice have directed them to remove their trucks 
ieomn Lhe streets, and that such were the orders of 
Mayor Hewitt. It cannot be true that you have is- 
sued any such orders, for that would beywholly in. 
consistent with your action 1n securing beneficial 
measures for the truckmen of New-York, and also 
for the keepers of news stands and of fruit and seda 
water stands as the record of this year’s legislation 
will show. 

Before this legislation the truckmen of our city 
had no privilege nor any of the advantages which 
those residing in Brooklyn or Jersey City possessed. 
These latter werein the habit of leaving their 
trucks in the streets at night and riding their horses 
over the ferries, thus saving their truck ferriago 
and obtaining cheap stabling. In addition, the 
New-York truckman was subject to the com- 
plaint of any citizen and to the arbitrary 
orders of any single policeman, and if he succeeded 
in obtaining a permit from the municipal authori- 
ties it was declared illegal by the courts. To remedy 
this I introduced a bill in the Assembly, and while 
it was in the Committee en Cities you approved of 
the principle of the bill, but suggested certain 
amondments and alterations, These I at once adopt- 
ed, fur | saw that they were an improvement snd 
would facilitate the passage of the bill, which other- 
wise was very doubtful. This vill, which is practi- 
caily your measure, is now the law, and according 
to its provisions any truck owner who is a resident 
ot this city on a resolution approved by the Mayor 
may obtain permission to teave his truck on the 
etreet at pightin froutofa building or let on the 
consent of the owuer or lessee thereof, On compli- 
anee with those regulations the truck owner is in- 
dependent of the police, and be has assured rights 
which he did not possess before. So far from you 
being hostile to these people, the contrary is the 
fact, for to you mainly 18 due the credit of securing 
for them the rights and advantages which they now 
have under tne law. 

‘i hese are facts which cannot be distorted by mia- 
representation on the part of any person, and hav- 
ing persoual knowlecge of them I consider it my 
dnty to state them and to see done “credit to whom 
cresit is due.” Ihave the honor to remain yours

FINE CHANCE FOR GRANT. 

Since the opening of the local campaign 
Hugh J. Grant has shown almost as much ca- 
pacity as a letter writer as Mr. Hewitt. The 
fact haus excited much remark. It has inspired 
some Citizens with the hope tbat the issues of 
the local contest may receive a clear and in- 
telligent exposition in the course of a contro- 
versy between Messrs. Hewitt and Grant. But 
asthe time between now and election day is 
brief and letters take much time in the writing 
and reading itis believed to be better for the

A challenge will probably be sent to-day by 
the Citizens’ Committee that is managing Mr, 
Hewitt’s campaign to Tammany Hall.

the bride’s. friends and family are settling 
up as fast as possible. Where Hans Bjorn 
Graesse, son of the late Chamberlain to a King, 
has gone is not perfeetly clear. His bride and 
his friends say he has been “suddenly called 


away to the West Indies.” Others assert that 
he sailed from New-York for his home in Dres- 
den, accompanied by his mother and Capt. Pahn 
of the King’s Guards, who came over to see him 
marricd. Anyhow, he is gone, and the bride of 
afew weeks 1s beset with many annoyances. 

Miss Verrier’s father was a Cuban, who mar- 
ried a Philadelphia lady of fortune. The young 
lady, although born in Cuba, was reared in 
Philadelphia, where ons of her married sisters 
resides, She had another married sister in 
Paris, whom she visited a year or more ago, and 
together they traveled on the Continent.

JOHN ENGLIS. 
The death of John Englis, the veteran 


| shipbuilder, at the home of his son, at 196 


Clinton-avenue, Brooklyn, Thursday, was a sur- 
prise te many of his old acquaintances, though 


good. His own home was in Kent-aveuue, 
Brooklyn, but, as he was feeling ill, he went 
over to his sen’s home a menth ago. It was 


had no direct knowledge himself, namely, a 
tumor on the liver, and to that his death was 
due. 

The life of Mr. Englis was abusy one. He 
was bornin this city Nov. 27, 1808, and here 
he gained sueh education as was within his 


reach. When 16 years old he became appren- 
tieed to Stephen Smith, a shipbuilder, The 
lite of an apprentice in those days was not one 
of ease. The hours of work at ship carpenter- 
ing were trom sunrise to sunset. The appren- 
tice could not leave his master day or night 
without permission, andin the articles of ap- 
prenticeship agreed to refrain trom playing 
cards, attending dances, or marrying. For 
seven years the young Englis served faithfully, 
and when his time was up his reputation as a 
good workman was made. He became foreman 
inthe yard of Bishop & Simonson soon after, 
and in 1837 wentout to Lake Erie, and there 
built two large vessels, the Milwaukee and Red 
Jacket, which became well knuwn on the lakes, 

Ho then returned to this city and established 
ayardef hisownat the foot of East Tenth- 
street. The ya known asthe old Dry Dock 
covered 140,000 square feet, and soon became 
a busy place. Attimes as many as 450 men 
were employed there. 

Mr. Englis was a builder of steam vessels en- 
tiroly, and at this time the demand for them was 
great. Prior to 1866 he had built 56 steamers, 
with an average of 1,500 tonnageeach. The 
shipbuilder was progressive in his ideas, and 
constantly made improvements in models and 
construction. In 1863 he built the 8t. John for 
the Hudson River trafic, a steamboat costing 
$600,000, The Drew and Dean Richmond were 
secon after turned out in the yard, as were 
the Sound steamers Newport and Old Colony. 
One of the earlier steam vessels built was the 
Plymouth Rock, designed for Western waters, 
Mr. Englis also constructed several vessels for 
the China trade. Among them was tho Sirmo 
Nada, a boat which made the record ef 56 hours 
between Hong Kong and Shanghai, a distance 
of 1,000 miles. 

In 1861 Mr. Englis gave his attention to war 
craft fora short time. He built a gunboat in 
In 1868 the ship yard was removed to 
Greenpoint under the name of John Englis & 
Son, and later the grandchildren became con- 
nected with the business. Amoug the many 
steamers built at the: yards were the City of 
Mexico, City or Merida, City of Havana, Cit 
of New-York, and City of Vera Cruz, whic 
were built for the Alexandre Line; the City of 
Atlanta and City of Columbia for the Charies- 
ton Line, the big excursion steamboats Colum- 
bia and Grand Republic for the Knickerbocker 
Company, aud the Tremont and Falmouth for 
the Maine Steamship Company, 

Mr. Englis lived for several years in Ravens- 
wood, and 16 years ago removed to Brooklyn, 
where he had lived to the time of his death, Of 
late years he had given more attention to his 
other interests than to the ship yard. He was 
connected with many business projects and va- 
rios companies in New-York and Brooklyn. For 
several years be was President of the Eleventh 
Ward Bank, and after his resignation remainea 
a Director in theinstitution. He was Vice-Pres- 
ident of the People's Line and Vice-President of 
the Charleston Steamship Company. Fera time 
he was also President of the New-York and 
Brookiys Ferry Company. 

Mr. Englis leaves oue son and several grand- 
children. The funera) services will be held on 
Monday afterneon at 2 o'clock at 196 Clinton- 
avenue.

JARVIS DWIGHT BRAMAN. 
Jarvis Dwight Braman, one of the lead- 
ing business men of Boston, died last night at 
his residence on Commonwealth-avenue. There 
havé been few great business enterprises in 
Boston for many years in which Mr. Braman 


was not interested. Born in Boston in 1825, 
he early had busiaess opportunities of an un- 
common kind and developed ability of an un- 
usual order. He was for some time a Director 
in the Boston Water Power Company, and 
succeeded Gen. Jerome T. Whitney as its 
President. He was also President of the 
Charlies River Embankment Company, one of 
the Directors and originators of the West End 
Railway Company, that has gradually gained 
contrel of all the street car lines centriug in 
Boston, and was a Directorin the Wastern and 
other railways. He was largely instrumental 
in building up the western section of Boston, 
all that portion known as the Back Bay and 
owned a Vaat amount of real estate on Com- 
menwealth-avenue. He never sought public 
oftice of any kind. He was Major of the Massua- 
chusetts Rifle Brigade, which furnished many 
officers to the national ‘service at the out- 
break of the civil war. Gov. John A. Andrew 
appointed him a member of his staff and 
he was subsequentiy Paymaster-General 
upon the retirement of Gen. Marshall. He was 
only prevented trom going to the front by the 
solicitation of Gov. Andrew, who ree1ired his 
service at home. He, however, raised one of 
the first celorea regiments that went to the 
front, and personally ¢ommanded the troops 
at the Rock-square riotin Boston. He was in- 
strumentalin establishing several institutions of 
a philanthropic nature, founding the lirat house 
for disabled soldiers in America. He officiated as 
Chairman of the committee appointed to re- 
ceive Gen. Graut upon his first visit to Boston, 
and with Andrew and Sumner he went to Wash- 
ington to urge the need of the new Pest Office 
building in Boston. These instances serve to 
show the capacity and influence of tne man. 
Politically, Mr. Braman was a strong Repub- 
lican and numbered Roscoe Conkling among 
his firm friends. Personally he was a man of 
magnificent physique, accustomed to athletic 
exercises of many kinds and rarely sick a day 
in his life until within the last year. His great 
generosity led him to do good in many diree- 
tions, and he had ample meana to gratify his de- 
sires. He leaves a widow, two sous, and two 
daughters.

EX-GOV. W. T. HAMILTON, 

Ex-Gov. and ex-United States Senator 
William T. Hamilton of Maryland died of 
pneumonia yesterday at his homein Hagers- 
town, Md. Gov. Hamilton was born in Hagers- 


town Sept. 8, 1820, Left an orphan in his 
eighth year he became a member of the family 
of bis unele, Mr. Hess, by whom he was brought 
up and educated, first entering the Hegerstown 
Acacgemy and later the Jefferson College at 
Canensburg, Penn. After wzraduating he en- 
tered the law office of John Thomson Mason, in 
Hagerstown, and in 1843 was admitted to the 
Bar. In 1846 he was elected tothe Maryland 
House of Delegates. In 1848 be was ene of the 
Cass Electors, and the next year was’ elected 
Congressman In & 6j08e district against a prom- 
inent Whig candidate. He was re-elected in 
1851 and 1853, but was defeated by the 
Know-Nothing candidate when he ran for 
the fourth time in 1855. From that time on 
to the close of the war Mr. Hamiiton contined 
nimeelf to tlre practice ef his profession and to 
the Jarge corporate institutionsim which he was 
interested. In 1868 he was elected United States 
Senator, serving until March 4,1875. He was 
defeated for the nomination for Guvernor that 
year by John Lee Carroll, but became the unani- 
mous nominee of bis party for that office in 
1879 and was elected by over 22,000 majority. 
During his term of four years he wasat constant 
war with the corrupt machine element of his 
party in the State. Several of his nominations 
were rejected by the ring Gombination in the 
Senate, but in the face of great opposition he 
Was instrumental in accomplishing many re- 
forms. At his death he was one of the richest 
men in the State, He leaves a widew and six 
children, two sous and four daughters.

Ever since John Y. McKane, the boss of 
Coney Island, supported Gov. Hill in the latter’s

Then he went on to arraign Hill for his veto of 

the St, Johniand Ceunty Farm bill and alleged 
that the veto won to the Governor the 36 dele- 
gates from Kings County to the State Conyen- 
tion. ‘I know the Governor thought the bill a 
good one,” went on McKane, “ for he told me so. 
Yet he gave as a reason for his veto the fear 
that the bill would destroy home rule. That 
was the statement of a politicaldemagogue who 
underestimated the intelligence of the people of 
Kings County.

The arrest of Gen. John Ramsey of the 
New-Jersey Republican State Committee, and 
John L. Beckham, an employe of the committee, 
on @ charge of trying to induce Charles Keefe 
to register the name of William Laughlin, a 
Jersey City merchant, who is at home ili with 
rheumatism, gave rise yesterday to a variety of 
rumors implicating other prominent men. It

Keefe does not allege that Ramsey oftered him 
money or said anything to him about yor 
The money ofier was made, he said, by John 
Beekham, Kevkham teek him to the State 
Committee rooms and inquired the name of the 
sick man who wanted to be registered. Gen. 
Ramsey furnished Laughlin’s name. Then 
Beckham led Keefe to the polls, when Keefe ex- 
posed the man. Beckham is a Seelaliat cigar 
roller, whose business did not prosper and who, 
for want of better employment, went te work 
for the Republican State Committee. He 
has figured as a laboring man frightened to the 
Republican side by the free-trade scare, and 
has been engaged in organizing the heelers of 
the party into laborers’ protection elubs, 

Gen, Ramsey says he has no recollection of 
having seen Keefe, but admits that he may have 
seen him. He had been asked to send coaches 
for some people who were unable to walk to the 
places of registration, and when he was asked 
the name of asick man who wanted to register 
he gave Mr. Laughlin’s name under the im- 
pression, likely, that Keefe or his interrogator 
proposed to help the sick man to the polls.

CHARGING DISCRIMINATION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—The firm of Coxe 
Brothers & Co., anthracite coal shippers, whose 
shipments amount to 1,500,000 tons annually, 
to-day, through their attorney, Franklin B, 
Gowen, filed with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission at Washington a complaint against 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad, alleging that that 
road discriminates against the firm of Coxe 
Brothers & Co. and other shippers in favor of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Company. 

The complaint avers thatthe Lehigh Valley 
Company isa producer of both anthracite and 
bituminous coal, and carries bituminous at 
about one-half of the rates per ton per mile 
charged on anthracite; that much of the bitu- 
minous comes in competition with certain sizes 
of anthracite, (pea, buckwheat, &c.,) and that 
in consequence of a discrimination in favor of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Company, Coxe Brothers 
& Co, are obliged to dump on thé banks a largo 
quantity of these sizes and allow it to gu to 
waste. The complaint also ehargos that the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, being the owner 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal Company, sells coal 
in New-York Harbor at prices below the sum 
of the current price for anthracite at the mines 
and the charges for transportation paid by 
other producers, and that in consequence of 
this discrimination in favor of tne Lehigh Val- 
ley Coal Company that concern has been ena- 
bied to secure large contracts for delivery in 
New-Yerk Harbor, which were entirely out of 
the reach of competition by Coxe Brothers & 
Co, and other shippers. One of the contracts re- 
ferred to is that of supplying the Manhattan 
Eievated Railroad Company, and it is alleged 
that although President Sloan of the Delaware 
and Lackawanna Railroad is a Directer of the 
Manhattan Company he is unable to compete 
with the Lehigh Valley for the benefit of his 
own road,

A POSSIBLE LAKE RATE WAR. 
Du.utH, Minn., Oct. 26.—There is a prob- 
ability of a war between the Lake Superior 
Transit Company and the Northern Steamship 
Company, which is the Manitoba line. The 
Transit line is a consolidation of the vessel inter- 


ests of theNew- York Central and Erie Roads and 
Jas until within a year or more has a monopely 
of the flour-carrying trade from Duluth to East- 
ern points in the United States. The Manitoba 
with its new line of freight steamers, three of 
which are ready for business, threatens to ab- 
sorb a big share of the flour. trade The Transit 
line has refused to receive the tour con- 
signed to it over the Eastern Road except at 
Duluth, its terminus. As the Eastern as yet 
runs only iuto West Superior, it is now costing 
the road mere than it gets out of the flour to 
deliver it for the vessels. 

The coming war will be interesting. The 
Manitoba hasits own line from Minneapolis 
ere to Buffalo by way of Duluth, while the 

vew- York Central and the Erie have their own 
line as far west as Duluth, both systems de- 

ending on connections at one end of the line. 
he Manitoba, itis now asserted,is trying to 
make a deal with the Baltimore and Ohio or the 
Laekawanna for Eastern connection, but as both 
these roads have steamships running to Duluth 
they will prebably not-listen to the Manitoba. 
The threatened war willinvelve the Manitoba 
with a good many strong competitors, and but 
little fight can be made before Spring. There 
may then be developments of a surprising 
nature. 


TALK OF CLOSER RELATIONS. 

St. Pau, Minn., Oct. 26.—It is rumored 
that the relations of tne Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City line and the Central Iowa Road are 
to become more intimate within the space ofa 
month or six weeks. A Very friendly under- 


standing exists between the managers of both 
lines at present, tratiio arrangements being as 
favorable as possible for both roads. The ab- 
sorption of the Central by the Kansas City 
would make but trifling alterations in many de- 
partments of the operations of the road and 
migut be beneticial to both on the score of 
economy. A.B, Stickney is President of both 
lines at present, and the Stickney following is 
largely interested in the stocks of each. That 
the Centralis now in the hands of a Receiver 
wight bean inducement to ao purchaser, inas- 
much as a reasonable bid would naturally be ac- 
cepted were the road for sale. 

Part of the Central's tracks are now used by

General Leas in the name ef the State, asking 
hy what authority the **Q” road eperated the 
Burlington and Missouri in the State while it 
was not incorperated under the laws of Nebras- 
ka, or else that the latter be operated as an in- 
dependent organization. The decision of the 
Supreme Court was to the effect that the * Q” 
need not incorporate here, and the result will be 
that the conselidation with the Burlington and 
Missouri made in 1880 will now be effective, 
and @o away with the separate existence of the 
tworoads.

THE FEVER IN THE SOUTH 


HOW THE EPIDEMIC WAS IN- 
TRODUCED IN KEY WAST. 
DR. HAMILTON TELLS ALL ABOUT THE 
SPREAD OF THE DISEASE TO THE 

VIRGINIA MEDICAL SOOIETY. 

NorFo.k, Va., Oct. 26.—Surgeon-General 
Yohn B. Hamilton of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, by special invitation was pres- 
ent at the meeting to-day of the Virginia State 
Medical Society, now in session in this city. A 
resolution was introduced requesting the Vir- 
ginia Representatives and Senators in Congress 
to use their inflvence to have such legislation 
passed as would give the medical officers of 
the United States Government entire super- 
vision of the quarantine of the seaboard 
cities of the country and absolute control 
in case of an epidemic. Surgeon-General Ham- 
ilton was requested to make some remarks on 
the subject. He did so, and prefaced them by 
saying that what he would say was from his 
forthcoming annual report. He then gave the 
following account of the manner im which the 
now-prevailing epidemic of yellow Iever was 
introduced into this country, the details of 
which, he said, had been secured at great cost te 
the Governwent and which have not as yet been 
published: Last year the yelluw feverap eared 
in Key West in the family of arestaurant ye Ae 
hy the name of Baker. It appears that 
a family of Bolios who had kept a 
hotet in Havana in various places, the 
last being called the Quinta-Avenida (Fifth-Av- 
enue) Hotel. Unfortunately for Florida he emi- 
grated to Key West. Their household effects, 
under the regniations governing the regular 
line of steamers, could not be shipped by them, 
80 they shipped these effects, consisting of bed- 
ding and various articles of furniture, by an ir- 
regular “tramp,” not now running, called the 
Cochran. There was no objection officially 
made at Key West, as there was neither Govern- 
ment nor lugal quarantine, and the articles were 
landed: and stored above Baker’s restaurant. 
The Baker family died of the fever, and thus 
the fever started and rapidly became epidemic, 

The Government, under the operation of that 
section of the statutes forbidding interference 
with local authorities, did nothing except that, 
on request of the Governor to aid the local 
board, they establishe a dispensary and paid 
the expenses of the city hospital. To assistin 
the speedy depopulation of the city a refuge 
camp wus established at Egmont Key, at the 
mouth of Tampa Bay. No case from Egmont 
communicated the disease. The first cases in 
Tampa were ca $4 secret from August to 
Oct. 21. A family of Italians by the name 
of Turk, fruit dealers, brouzht the fever into 
Tampa. The steamers had refused under orders 
trow the Hillsborough County Board of Health 
to bring fruit from Havana or Key West. These 
Icalians finding it impossible te continue in 
business set up a snuggling line and brought 
fruit by way of Punta Gorda Bay and overland 
to Tampa. Forthis purpose the man Turk and 
and his assistant Peep or ‘‘ Pete,” made frequent 
surreptitious visits to Key West while the 
disease was there epidemic and blankets were 
purchased in the infected city and used while on 
the overland trip and brought to Tampa, It is 
e significant fact that the whole family of the 
Italians were the first taken sick, and that they 
were net publiciy known to havs been out of 
the town, although the fact is now known. The 
measures taken by the Government were simply 
to cenform to the wishes of the Governor to aid 
tho Hillsborough Coauty Board of Health. 

The duty of preventing the spread of the dis- 
ease was undertaken by the Florida State Pre- 
tective Association, an organization consisting 
of one representative from each County Board 
of Health, under the Presidency of Dr. King 
Wyley of Sandford. In December the associa- 
tion raised the quarantine against Tampa. The 
County Board of Health asserted that the dis- 
pase had disappeared, but unfortunately the 
disease had not been stamped out, and although 
the eases of fever lingered ali Winterin Tampa 
its existence there was bitterly denied. From 
Tampa the disease spread ta Plant City, 
Manatee, and other places, and it is now belisved 
that the fever was at Jacksonvilie as early as 
February. Dr. Guiteras of the Marine Hospital 
service, an acknowledged expert, says that in 
his judgment at least twe of the cases of “ s0- 

ciety” fever, of which there were over 30 re- 
ported in Jacksonville in that month, had the 
well-marked cliniea) history of yellow fever. 
Nine of these cases died. Dr. Potts treated 
cases in Bay-street in June, and there were 
probably cases continuously until the formal 
announcement was made. He said that so- 
called isolated cases had been reported in Jack- 
sonville after the oase in Bay-street had been 
treated in June by Dr. Potts, but that the local 
authorities denied the presence of an epidemic 
aud placed a guard around each case, This state 
of things existed until Aug. 16, when the 
spread of the disease in Jacksonvilie became se 
great, cases springing up at various points in 
the city that could not be traced to any of the 
no-called isolated cases, that the authorities had 
to declare the disease epidemic, 

Dr. Hamilton said that the disease had been 
introdueed in Decatur, Ale, by a man who had 

one from Jacksonville while all of the cases 
n that city had been reported under guard. 
His ticket had been from some point outside of 
the infected city, and consequentiy he was not 
denied admittance. The dector said the fever 
had been introduced in Gainesville and Fernan- 
dina by baseball players, who had played a 
game of ballin Jacksonville befare the epidemics 
nature of the disease had been declared and 
then returned to these cities. 

Dr. Hamilton then went on to explain the 
Government work at Camp Perry, and said that 
since its establishment there had been only one 
death from yellow feverinthe fever hospital 
atthecamp. He said that the experience of 
the physicians atthe Camp went to show that 
five days was the incabative period, and that 
when persons had been inthe camp for that 
length of time and did not develop’ the disease, 
there was no danger of their having it. No per- 
son having spent 10 days in the camp had 
developed the fever after leaving the sta- 
tien. He spoke of the lac of local 
inspection at Tampa, whera the disease first ap- 
peared this season, and said that if the first 
oases had been reported there would probably 
have been neepidemic, and he also said that he 
had proof to show that when the case of Mo- 
Cormack was reported as the first in Jackson- 
ville that the fever was then epidemic, He 
also stated that while the fever was raging at 
Key West he, at the request of several health 
officers, had prepares a bill providing for the 
establishment of a State Board of Health, but it : 
was laid on the table by the Florida Legislature 
through motives of false economy. He con- 
cluded by saying that the inspectien of Florida 
cities, ordered by the Goyernmert, had devel- 
oped the fact that the yellow fever was epi- 
demio in both Enterprise and Fernandina.

GOV. HILL'S ENGAGEMENTS. 


THE REASON WHY HE WILL NOT BE IN 
NEW-YORK TO-DAY. 

CoorERSTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 26.—There was 
a great outpouring of the Democracy of Otsego 
County to-day to listen to the addresses of Gov. 
| Hilland Gev. Daniel FE, Sickles. The people 

came in carriages and in wagons, on horseback, 
| and by extra railroad trains. It ie estimated 
tbat from 5,000 to 6,000 persons were here, 
including many ladics. Five good bands of 
music were present. The speaking was from a 
platform erected in the ample grounds of the 
Court House. The day was a very pleasant one 
and the people listened for nearly two hours 
with marked attention. Judge Tennant presid- 
ed, and introduced the speakers. Gov. Hill 
extolled the Administration of President Cleve- 


land, and adyoeated the policy of his tariff 
measure. He showed the issues involved in 
this campaign. Then he passed to a considera- 
tion of the temperance question as presented by 
Warner Miller and by the record which the Re- 
publicans had made in the Legislature, and 
justified his veto of the so-called Hign License 
bill He saidif the Republicans wished higher 
license in the cities and counties which thoy 
controlled politically they could easily get it 
under the existing law. He was ready to sign 
any good and proper act to improve it. 

Among othe? things Gov. Hill said: ‘Te- 
morrow the business men of New-York City 
who favor the election of Cleveland and Thur- 
man are to have a parade which is to be re- 
viewed by President Cleveland. I greatly re- 
gret my inability to be present on the occasion. 
Bome three weeks ago [ accepted an Invitation 
tu speak. to-morrow afternoon in bekalf of the 
Democratic cause at Herkimer, the home of my 
opponent, and to-morrow evening at the large 
manufacturing city of Amsterdam. Having 
thus promised our Democratic frionds at these 
places I cannot break the engagements. I be- 
lieve that publio men should do exactly as they 
agree and that appointments to speak, 
when once made, should be _ faithfully 
kept. This is the reason and the sole 
reasen why I am unable to be present 
and review the procession in New-York. I can 
assure the Republican press and our Republican 
opponents that they noed not be disturbed 
about my relations to President Cleveland, 
They are, and always have been, of the most 
pleasant and friendly character, and I should 
esteem it an honor to witness the parade with 
him in New-York, were it possible for me to do 
go.

TRANSCONTINENTAL 4YARIFFS. 


THE INTER*STATE COMMERCE COMMIS- 
SION STATES ITS VIF WS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, by Commissioner 
Waiker, has made public the result of its exam- 
ination of the new transcontinental tariffs 
which were put in effect Sept. 1, 1888 After 
stating the point of the former decision in the 
Denver case, that rates from San Francisco to 
Denver higher than the rates from San 
Francisco to Kansas City are net permissible 
under the short-haul clause of the act to regu- 
late commerce, and showing that the new 
tariffs are clearly made in pursuance of an hon- 
est effort to conform to the provisiens of the 
act as interpreted by the cemmission, the opin- 
fon proceeds te examine the details of the new 
system, whieh were not known to the commis- 
sien until after they were put in force. 

The difficulties whiocn arose at Chicago, St. 
Louis, and other interior points from which 
rates were established to the Pacific coast 
higher than the rates from New- York City are 
explained to have arisen frein a series of com- 
modity tariffs-which named articles on which 
low rates were made from specified points, leav- 


ing all other articles and points subject to the 
clnss rates underthe Western classitication. in 


respect to these special tariffs the commission 
rules as fellows: 

Rates thatare just and reasonable from selected 
manufacturing points through the eutire territory 
east of the Missouri River and west of the Atlantic 
seaboard, are prima facie just and reasonable from 
all ‘tari oar in the same territory. 


A tariff naming a@ rate from one locality lower than 
that enjoyed by its neighbor, when the ciroum- 
stances are the same, tenders a preference or advan- 
tage to the first; and when any shipper is damaged 
by the exaction of any additional burden the prefer- 
ence becomes undue and unreasonable unless it can 
be justified upon some sound and substantial 
ground 

Common carriers are under obligations to take all 
descriptions of ordinary traffic from all points, and 
it is richt that the rates sheuld be kuown and an- 
A a publicly in advance of the offering of 
traffic. 

Under the act to regulate commerce, shippers are 
not to be put ina position of subserviency to com- 
inou carriers nor required to ask for rates, but are 
entitled to equal and open rates at all times. 

Diseriminations are made and undone advantages 
are given by the special tariffs ————— in givin 
different rates to places named and those no 
named; to manufactured articles named and those 
not named; tojobbers at places named and those 
not named; to manufacturers and jobbers and other 
dealers. 

The opinion further states that these conclu- 
sions were made known on Oct. 16 to represen- 
tativesa of the transcontinental lines at an in- 
terview arranged for that purpose and were at 
once acceded to, the modified arrangement sug-

Why, this 
man writes tothe British Minister that he is a 
naturalized Knglishman in California; that he is 
inclined to vote for Cleveland, but he don’t know 
exactly whether Clevelandis honestin his free- 
trade doctrines (as he calls it,) or whether he isa 
safe man on the subject of the fisheries, and he 
wants, therefore, to know from the British Minister 
whether bethinks that Cleveland is a safe man, not 
for Americans, but for the British.

shall that detter that he writes to him be 
kept.a secret, but that the auswer of the Minister 
shall also be kept a secret. Now, my friends, 
when you come to look at the letter itself, 
you see that it never was written by a man 
who for one moment thought of voting for Grover 
Cleveland. On the contrary, it is written by some 
skillful, as he thought, cunning Republican politi. 
cian, who thought to entrap the Hritish Minister 
aud get from him some reply that could be nsed 
against Mr. Cleveland in the Presidential election. 
So that when that man professed to be friendly to 
Cleveland and only seeking out correct knowledge, 
he was lying with every breath that he uttered, 
with every word that he wrote. (Applause.) 
When he said that the answer of the British Min. 
ister hould be kept a profound secret, 
he was lying, for never intended it 
should be kept a secret if he were fortunate to, get 
one, unless that letter should disappoint his hopes. 
Now, my friends, if that man intended to be or was

NEW-ENGLAND OROPS. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 26.—The Repub- 
tican to-day gives the following summary of the 
year’s harvests in this vicinity: ‘The reports 
from the epublican’s correspondents in West- 


ern Massachusetts, Norshern Conneeticut, and 
Southern New-Hawmpabire and Vermont indicate 
8 comparatively prosperous season for farmers. 
The early frosts and almost continuous rains 
have greatly damaged someof the late crops, 
however, especially corn, which is a failure in 
many sections. Other grains have been less 
affected. The hay harvest has been satisfactory 
as a whole, though not equaling the promise of 
early Spring. The rains have greatly interfered 
with the harvesting of rowen, which will not be 


a large yield. Potatoes are more abundant and | 


of better quality tham last year, although the 


rot has practically ruined the erop in many : 


places, particularly in the lewlands, Unless 
signs fail this staple will command lower prices 
this Winter than last, Other vegetables are 
said to be plenty. Of the fruits apples are re- 
ported as being comparatively abundant, while 
the quality ig only fair. The off year in this 
fruit seems to have disappeared and the yiela 
will probably average greater than last year. 
Pears and grapes are rather scares, if anything, 
but quinces are a good crop. Tobacco, a Con- 
necticut Valiey staple, has been grown in less 
quantities than heretofore, but the season has 
been remarkably favorable and the crop is in 
prime condition and will command good prises."’ 





SINKING. IN QUIOKSAND, 

West SuPERIOR, Wis., Oct, 26.—About 
11 miles from here, on the Eastern Minnesota 
Railway, where the road passes over a bed 
which is supposed to be quicksand, a sink-hole 
has caused great Gamage to the company since 
the opening of traffic. Two weeks ago the ved 
of the rock sank to suoh an extent that the 
track for a hundred feet lay 10 or 12 feet below 
grade. Business was suspended for about 36 
heurs, but a large force of men was put to work 
levelling up the track and business was resumed, 
ince that time 800 carloads of gravel have been 

laced within a space scarceiy 100 feet long and 
bs eet wide, and a large force of men has been 
kept constantly employed filling the hole to the 
grade, but despite all efforts the bed continues 
to sink and to-day the track is at least tive feet 
below grade for at least 50 feet, Trafic on the 
road is not interrupted, but the expense of re- 
pairing the grade daily is great. The locality 
presents the appearance of having been shaken 
up by an earthquake; trees have fallen to the 
ground with roota exposed, and the earth is 
marked by cracks, Which seemingly grow wider 
every day. ‘

LABOWS LETTER 





HIS REFUSAL TO REMOVE 


CAUSING GREAT DISSATISFACTION, 


RocneEstrr, N. ¥., Oct. 26.—The Roch- | 


ester Central Labor Union last night resoived to 
send this letter to the Governor and to endeavor 
to have it indorsed by the organized labor in- 
terests of the State: 


To His Exceilency Gov. Davia B. Hill: 

Your answer to the petitions for the removal of 
Wiltiam Purcell from the State Bureau of Mediation 
end Arbitration, for reasons in the petitions set 
forth, has been received and is very nhgatisfactery 
to us for several reasons, You belittle our cause 
action taken by the labor 
generally throughout the State, 
dreds of them having joined in tho 
quest for Mr. Pureeli’s removal, when you 
state that you ‘have received numerous 
petitions from various persons and some labor or- 
ganizations.” The fact is well establisiied by the 

apers on file in vour office, and you cannot plead 
xborance thereof, that the sentiment is almost 
Universal among the members of the -various labor 
organizations of the State, that the actions of Mr. 
Pureell have shown him to be an unfit man to hold 
the important position of arbitrator between the 
clashing interests of capital and labor. It seems 
to us that either you have not examined the papers 
tiled with you with the care so impertant a matter 
demands, or else you do not appreciate the gravity 
of the charges made when you state that the ground 
uj) oO: which we ask his removal is that during some 
Sir.ne In Rochester it is alleged that as a stock- 
hoider and editor of his newspaper he was un- 
friendly in his actions to those engaged iu a strike 
in his printing oflice: 

“ Unfriendly! Well, yes, rather! The facts are, 
and they are plainty stated in tue papers filed with 

ou, that when the printers of Kochester engaged 
na general strike, Which inciuded the Union and 
Advertiser, Mr. Purcell, who was then a state Ar- 
bitrator as well as the editor of that paper, took no 
ateps in thedlrectton and made no efforts toward a 
peaceful arbitration and seitlewent of the difference 
as the law directs he shonld do, but removed 
his coat and took his place at the case as a 
*scabd’ typesetter, He spent his time. which 
shonld have been devoted to the purposes for which 
the board was created and for whieh the State pays 
him $3,000 a year, in setting type and directly as- 
sisting in nullifying tho efforts of the printers to 
secure redreas of any of the grievanees of which 
they complained. ‘The dtrect and necessary effects 
ot this action were, first, the total breaking up 
of the Knights of Labor Assembly, and, second, 
the weakcning of Typographical Union No. 15 
This action may be considered as, on the wholes, 
rather ‘unfriendly to organized labor.’ Itis also a 
fact that Arbitrator Purcell knew of this intending 
strike fortwoor three weeks before it oceurre:l, 
and instead of taking such steps as the law 
intends and directs that he, as a member 
of the Board of Mediation and Arbitration, shall 
take to speerlily settle the differences which lead 
to and thus prevent a strike he directly encouraged 
the employers to fight the matter out to the bitter 
end. With suchawan aa an arbitrator what con- 
fidence can organizod labor have in submitung 
questions to the State Board? 

“The beneficial resalts hoved forin thecreation of 
this board are entirely nullified, as you may plainiy 
see and as you have been plainly tola, by the re- 
tention of Mr. Purcell. Your excuse for dismissing 
the matter as though of trivial impertance is your 
statument that a State officer eannotbe remeved by 
you without the consent of the ~enate only for 
some crime or malfessance in offlee, but yon man- 
aged to dispose of the Civil Service Board, though 
no charges of-any nature had been made against 
them. You assume to assure us that in case of pres 
entation of our charges the Senate would throw 
them-out as frivoious. Pardou us if we say this 
looks more like pettifogsing to favor your friends 
than impartial advice hased on the merits of the 
caso, There is at least no law which would prevent 
your asking for the resignation of Mr. Purcell, thus 
showing a disposition to recognize that organized 
labor is entitled to a fair show in the State Board 
of Arbitration. Nor can it be doubted 
that public sentiment, as well as the Senate, wonkd, 
upon & presen:ation of the facts whieh plainly 
show that the retention of Mr. Purcell destroys the 
usefulness of the board for the pur;eses for which 
it was created, uphold you in any effort you might 
make to remove this obstruction, 

“You boast that you are the especial friend of 
the lator classes, yet when they almost unanimons- 
ly ask you to aid them tn a matter which more 
vitally affects their interests than any other in 
which you can assist them, you curtly retuse and 
atiempt to pettifosg their gase out of court. You 
say You are powerless to act favorably toward the 
petitioners. Falpably you are not powerless 
hor unwilling to act lavorably toward your political 
tfnevd. Doesanybodydonubtthat Arbitrator Pureell 
would file his resignation if Goy. Hill requested it} 
The facts are before you to show that the beneficial 
effects hoped for in the creation of the State Board 
of Mediation and Arbitration are rendered nugatory 
and a useless expense eutailed on the State by the 
retention of Mr. Parcell. You are vot powerless in 
the matter, You ars in position to give us the re. 
lief we demand and we demand it.”

SPRING WHEAT MOVEMENT. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 26,—Sinee the be- 
ginning of the Spring wheat crop movement, 
Sept. 1, Minneapolis and Duluth have taken in 
43,230,019 bushels of wheat. Estimates by 
crop experts at the begigning were that the 
total reccipts at these two places for the crop 
year would not. reach 40,000,000 busnels, 
against 65,000,000 bushels during the previous 
crop year. If the estimates of 40,000,000 were 
correct, then the crop 18 one-third in, and, vy 
adding that now in the country elevators, one- 
half of all, above bread and seed, has left farm- 
ers’ hands. If the private and pubiic 
estimates of 60,000,000 bushels for the 
total crop year are correct, then the amount to 
come here and to goto Duluth will naturally 
fall much under the 40,000,000-bushel point 
The bread and seed will take approximately 
20,000,000 bushels, and surely all the remain- 
der will never enter these cities, On the basis 
of a sixty-million-bushel crop it may be safely 
set down that very nearly half the wheat that 
will come has already arrived, for country milla 
use several millions for merchant milling above 
what they cousume for home bread, In addi- 
tion there are some millions of wheat shipped 
out soudh of this city to outside mills.

ARMY AND NAVY WNEWs, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26,—Col. G, N, Lieber, Act- 
ing Judge-Advocate-Genoral, in his annual! report 
to the Secretary of War, shows that during the past 
year the total number of persovs tried by general 
court-martial was 1,730, of which 1,692 were en. 
listed men, 18 Were commissioned officers, 3 were 
cadets of th. Military Academy, and i7 were mili- 
tary convicis. This unmber was 90 in excess of 
the number tried during the previous year. The 


number of garrison and regimental courts-martial 
during the year was 10,447. The couvictions in- 
clude 308 for absence without leave, 78 for assault 
and battery, 339 for desertion, 78 for disobedience 
ot orders, 124 for druukenneass, 185 tor drunkeunesa 
on duty, 7 for embezzlement, 62 for larceny, 9 for 
mutiny, 34 for neglect of duty, 126 for wasting Gov- 
ernment property, 554 for disorderly conduct, 6% 
for sleeping on posh, and 35 for miscellaneous 
offenses. The Acting Judge-Advocate-General re- 
fers to the articles of war bearing on the subiect of 
trials by courts-martial and points out objections to 
the unmeasured discretionary power of courts- 
martial as now regulated. e alludes to the 
lack of untformity in the different departments in 
the standard of punishment, an says that 
it necessarily leads tothe use of the pardoning 
power tor its equalization. He regards this as an 
unfortunate necessily, He says; “1b is sate lo say 
that in no other civilized country 1s there a code of 
peual laws which gives te the persons intrusted with 
their execution such enormous power over the per- 
sonal liberty of the subject. And in an age when 
in other ways we seek by every means In our power 
to vrotect it against abuse it is strange that laws 
placing itso unguardedly in the hands of the mil: 
tary power should be permitted to remain on our 
statute book.” He says that he does nut mean to 
reflect upon the system of ppeerny sap hrs bap gh 
law by military courts, but says he thinks itis a 
defective system which allows tothe court-martial 
such unnecessary latitude of punishment. It ts up- 
perme gf he says, because the power of the oourt- 
martial in restraining iniractions of the law mill- 
itary would not be impaired by greater definiteness 
in allixing (to offenses in their various degrees limits 
of punishment.

Jence in support of the charge they recall 
the reply of the Indianapolis District As- 
sembly Knights of Labor to the offer of the 
indianapolis Journal of $1,000 reward for 
proof that HARRISON ever said that a dol- 
lara day is enough for any workingman, 
ind $1,000 more for proof that he said 
that if he were Governor he would force 
the railroad strikers back to work at the 
point of the bayonet. The Secretary of the 
assembly offered the sworn statements of 
twelve men, names and residences given, . 
who were said to be “well-known and 
ceputable members of organized labor,” 
that they heard the statements. This offer 
of proof was not accepted, but the Journal 
Jeclared that if the Secretary of the assem- 
bly would furnish one affidavit that Gen. 
HARRISON made these statements it would 
nave the affiant prosecuted for perjury and 
so afford an opportunity for proof. There- 
apon an affidavit was promptly furnished, 
july signed and verified, and prosecution 
mvited. Then the Journal shifted its 
ground again and offered to pay the reward 
for proof if the Democratic State Commit- 
tee would assume the charges and furnish 
the evidence, which seems to have been 
intended as a means of getting rid of the 
subject. The whole thing is now reiterated 
with the support of new affidavits, and it 
looks as though Gon. HArRRIson’s first 
policy of letting it alone was the best 
after all. 











Senator PLatr of Connecticut must re- 
grot that the recent session of Congress was 
not.long enough to permit an inquiry to be 
made concerning the close and very suc- 
cessful combination of the manufacturers 
of sheet copper. The Senator was moved 
to great indignation by the operations of 
the so-called Copper Trust, which is a com- 
bination of the copper mining companies, 
and he caused an investigation concerning 
this ring to be made by the Senate Finance 





Committee. He appears to have believed | 
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that the Frenchmen who are interested in 
this Mine Trust were taking out of the 
country nearly all of the profits of the 
**combine.” He must have been surprised 
when he discovered that the profits of the 
Frenchmen were about 2 cents a pound 
upon copper sold to them by the lake com- 
panies at a profit of 8 or 9 cents, the cost of 
production having been about 61, cents. 
There are manufacturers of sheet copper in 
his State, and although they, with other 
manufacturers in the same business, have 
maintained by combination a. very high 
price, he was compelled for lack of time, 
probably, to refrafn from seeking informa- 
tion concerning their methods. He was 
deeply interested in the inquiry about the 
cornering of their raw material, and we 
presume that at the next session he will 
ask for an investigation as to the manner 
in which the price of copper in sheets is 
fixed. 5

A successful grapple with conservatism 
is recorded in that portion of Gen. Ho.wa- 
BIRD’s annual report which says that 
cotton duck clothing is henceforth to be 
issued to troops in the Departments of 
Texas and Arizona. If the unfortunate 
garrisons stationed in regions where the 
midsummer mercury keeps habitually near 
or above ** par” could take a vacation and 
pass the dog days at Northern watering 
places there might be more reason for keep- 
ing them clad in the heavy woolen garments 
that are worn in Dakota and Montana. 
Surgeon Woop, who accompanied Capt. 
LAWTON in his Sonora expedition, made a 
strong plea for lighter clothing for cam- 
paigning in that latitude as well as for 
garrison duty. Other medical officers and 
some department commanders have called 
attention to thissubject. England has long 
made a difference in the clothing outfits of 
troops in India and those serving in more 
northerly climates, based on an experience 
which forced the men to adopt garments 
like those worn by the people around them. 
Our own country, also, covers extent 
enough to make it a matter of ordinary ex- 
perience that a uniform suited to the land 
of blizzards is not equally suited to the 
land of bananas. 








THE TIME TO AVOID MISTAKES. 


The time to avoid mistakes is before they 
have been made, and the way to prevent 
the consequences of a restoration of Tam- 
many rule in this city is to prevent Tam- 
many’s return to power. If that naked 
question were presented to the people of 
this city, and their judgment could be 
freed from the sway of partisanship, there 
can hardly be a doubt of their answer. 
They would take no chance of its coming 
out all right on account of the good char- 
acter and the fair promises of the candi- 
date put forward by Tammany Hall. They 
have had experience of Tammany rule 
and they are familiar with the methods of 
that organization and what they lead to, 
and they would simply refuse to trust Tam- 
many with the control of municipal affairs. 
Especially when the choice presented lies 
between the candidate selected by the 
Tammany leaders, who if elected would of 
necessity be subject to their guidance, and 
a candidate selected by the spontaneous 
action of independent citizens on account 
of his approved integrity and freedom from 
partisan control; would the people declare 
emphatically for the latter. 

If Tammany shall succeed, under cover 
of the interest felt in the State and nation- 
al canvasses, in its design of taking full 
possession once more of the City Govern- 
ment, it will be due to the powerful sway 
of party spirit over the minds of men on 
both sides of the political line, and after 
the excitement of the political campaign 
has passed away and the consequences of 
their action begin to appear, they will real- 
ize the serious mistake that has been made. 
Many independent Democrats and independ- 
ent Republicans will vote for the re-election 
of Mayor HewiTr—we hope enough to elect 
him—but many more who ought todo so, 
and would do soif it were a time of sober- 
ness in considering the local issue, seem dis- 
posed te vote for strict party candidates, 
because their political interest and their 
political feeling are stirred by issues that 
have no relation to the question of munic- 
ipal administration. Strenuous efforts are 
made to stir Democratic feeling by in- 
sisting that the Tammany candidate 
is the candidate of the Democratic 
Party of the city, and that his sup- 
port will help the party in its con- 
tests in the State and the Nation. Itis 
hoped thereby to bring to him thousands of 
Democratic votes, which but for this min- 
gling of the local with the State and na- 
tional issues would go to HEWITT and the 
cause of independent and non-partisan 
management in municipal affairs. 

On the other hand, Republicans are ap- 
pealed to to vote for their own party candi- 
date on similar grounds of partisan advan- 
tage. Thousands of men whose political 
preferences are Republican, but who under 
ordinary circumstances are strenuously op- 
posed to turning the City Government over 
to the control of Tammany Hall, and who, 
but for the existing political complications, 
would cast their votes for the independent 
citizens’ candidate, are now disposed to 
support their party. candidate, although 
they know that the effect can only be to in- 
crease the chance of Tammany success. 
Such is the effect of blind partisanship in 
times of political excitement. If the Tam- 
many candidate is elected it will be the 


regult of this subordination of sober judg- 
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ment in regard to what is best for the city 
to what is believed for the moment to be 
party expediency. There is really no rea- 
son why in intelligent minds it should 
be regarded as a matter of party 
expediency. There is nothing in the 
world to prevent any man from voting for 
the best interests of the city at the same 
time that he exercises with the fullest free- 
dom his choice in the State and national 
contests. His vote for President and for 
Governor would count just as much toward 
the result which he desiresif his vote for 
Mayor were given to the candidate most 
likely to insure honest, efficient, and eco- 
nomical municipal government, although 
he is not the candidate of either party as 
such. 

It is plain to all men that partisan voting 
in the Mayoralty contest can have only one 
result. That will not be simply the 
election of Mr. HuGu J. GRANT, who 
is in himself a capable and honest man, 
to the office of Mayor, but the complete 
restoration of Tammany, with its evil 
methods and its selfish and unpatriotic 
leadership, to the control of the city’s inter- 
ests. The consequences of that result will 
be inevitable. They cannot be prevented 
by Mr. GRANT nor by the force of public 
opinion. When these consequences are 
upon us the mistake committed in permit- 
ting intense partisanship in a time of polit- 
ical excitement to oversway the better 
judgment of intelligent people will be real- 
ized, but it cannot then be retrieved. The 
only way to escape the consequence of such 
a inistake is not to commitit. The time to 
avoid the mistake is now, while the oppor- 
tunity exists. Every man who has the 
great interests of this city at heart should 
separate the issue of good municipal gov- 
ernment from everything else involved in 
the coming election, and use his utmost 
power and influence to prevent the rein- 
statement of Tammany in that control over 
the city’s interests which has been the 
chief object of its efforts year after year. 








WHAT DOES IT MEAN, COL. QUAY? 

What did the Philadelphia Press mean 
when, on July 4, 1885, in protesting against 
the nomination of M. 8. Quay for State 
Treasurer, it used the following language? 

““Wher the management of the Treasury is 
overhauled, and the Democratic batteries open 
the broadsides with which well-informed peo- 
ple know they are already shotted up to the 
muzzle, how can we»silence them or escape 
being silenced ourselves?” 

And again, two days later, when it said 
that QuAyY’s appearance in the field would 
“imperil the result of the canvass” and 
“revive the discussion of acts which Re- 
publicans would gladly have forgotten,” 
what did it mean? 

And to what dreadful mystery did it refer 
when it made this further remarkable pro- 
test against QUAY’S nomination ? 

“It would especially touch the fuse of a personal 
explosion, which would silence every Republican 
advocate. Every Democratic stump and news- 
paper would ring with the echoes ef the riot 
bribery and the Pardon Board. And, what is 
still more important, such acampaign would in- 
evitably lift the lid from the administration of 
the Treasury itself and uncover secrets before 
which Republicans would stand dumb.” 

There is a distinct odor of gunpowder 
about that passage, Col. Quay. You 
know whatit means. Don’t you think you 
are a queer sort of fellow to come over to 
New-York and make such a prodigious fuss 
about your intention to secure an ‘ honest 
election” when the leading newspaper of 
your own party in your own State talked in 
this way about you three years ago? 

What if a lighted match should be put to 
that fuse now? After the “personal ex- 
plosion” might it not be easier, Col. Quay, 


‘to reach a correct judgment about the sin- 


cerity of your recent performances? 








THE SACKVILLE TRICK. 

The letter of Lord SACKVILLE is naturally 
treated by the supporters of HARRISON as a 
most solemn and weighty utterance. It is 
indeed calculated to affect the ‘ Blaine 
Irishmen” who have no notion of directing 
American politics to any other purpose than 
spiting England. Mr. BLAINE *‘ whooped it 
up” in the remarks he addressed to them on 
Thursday night. Yesterday’s 7ribune, with 
the gravity of many owls, declares that the 
letter to which the credulous British Minis- 
ter vouchsafed his unfortunate reply, 
“bears evidence of good faith.” Even the 
Tribune knows better than that. The 
letter ‘“‘ bears evidence” of having 
been composed in a_ spirit of reck- 
less hilarity by a Western “local” who 
combines a keen sense of humor with a 
complete lack of scruple. 
English-born voter informing the British 
Minister that *‘ Mr. HARRISON is a high- 
tariff man, a believer on the American side 
of all questions,” and that ‘Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s Administration had been so favor- 
able and friendly to England, so sound on 
the free-trade question, and so hostile to 
the dynamite school of Ireland” that the 
writer would have no hesitation in voting 
for him if the British Minister would kind- 
ly assure him that the President would dis- 
continue his new “policy toward Canada” 
“ and again favor England’s ipterest” when 
his re-election was secured. 

In these remarks the ‘‘Jocal,” the goal of 
whose ambition is the perpetration of a 
joke tinctured with malice and rascality, 
stands confessed. to every American reader. 
It is glaringly manifest that his letter was 
written in the hope of “getting a rise” 
out of the British Minister, that it was 
written necessarily for publication, and 
was an evidence of bad faith. Mr. BLAINE 
and the Zribune show some sense of humor, 
of the “local” variety, by pretending to 
take it seriously, and Lord SACKVILLE be- 
trayed the absence of any such sense in 
actually taking it seriously and imagining 
that to mark his reply ‘private’ would 
protect it from publicity. 

Absence of a taste for the humor of the 
Pacific slope is certainly not a crime, but 
the inability to see that a trap isa trap 
even when the “local” squats visibly at the 
end of it waiting to pull the string as soon 
as his victim steps inside is a disqualifica- 
tion for adiplomatic career. Lord Sack- 
VILLE must have, one would suppose, 
enough acquaintance with the manners and 
customs of the people among whom he has 
sojourned for some years to know that any 
expression of his opinion on American pol- 
itics as that of an official Englishman

would be hailed as a means of influencing 
the dynamite vote, and that in the absence 
of authentic English opinions in favor of 
CLEVELAND the Republican campaign had 
largely consisted of the concoction and 
circulation of forged quotations. Knowing 
this, he permitted himself to reply to the 
casual inquiry of a person who professed 
to bea Briton by birth and an American 
by naturalization, and imagined that his 
injunction of privacy would be respected. 

The New-York Herald has taken the 
trouble to inquire at Pomona, Cal., concern- 
ing the ‘‘ CHARLES F, MURCHISON,” who ad- 
dressed to the British Minister the appeal 
which that functionary found so irresisti- 
ble. As might have been expected, its cor- 
respondent finds that no such person is 
known there, and he also finds the local be- 
lief to be that an actual “local” of a Re- 
publican newspaper at Los Angeles, near. 
by, is the supposititious Briton in question. 

Assuming that a naturalized Englishman 
had asked in good faith the advice that the 
Los Angeles “‘local’or other knavish humor- 
ist asked in bad faith, Lord SACKVILLE’s 
position is not at all improved. Official 
propriety so clearly requires that 2 foreign 
Minister should refuse to take any part 
whatever in the domestic politics of the 
country to which he is accredited that his 
obvious course was to decline’ to give the 
advice for which his correspondent asked. 
That his correspondent professed himself 
to be ‘‘ one of those unfortunates” who had 
changed their allegiance and become 
American citizens while still declaring 
themselves to be “ true Englishmen,” pre- 
pared to use their American votes as Eng- 
lishmen and not as Americans, was an 
additional reason why he should have re- 
fused to give him any counsel, and indeed 
why he should have refused to answer the 
letter. In fact, the sacred English tradi- 
tion of answering all letters is responsible 
for the plight in which Lord SACKVILLE 
finds himself. An American statesman 
would have tossed such a letter into the 
safe oblivion of his waste basket, and it 
would have done him no harm. 

Lord SACKVILLE would have been se- 
riously blamable for writing such a reply to 
such a letter ifthe author had been what 
he supposed him to be. That his usefulness 
as a representative of Great Britain at 
Washington is completely destroyed is rec- 
ognized by the British press, and no doubt 
the British Government will relieve our 
own of embarrassment by anticipating our 
request for his recall. It is to be 
feared that the California ‘‘lecal” has suc- 
ceeded in terminating his diplomatic 
career. No country which receives ambas- 
sadors at all, except perhaps Turkey, likes 
to have them arranging its domestic poli- 
tics forit. Evenif this substantial offense 
were overlooked by the English Foreign 
Office the transparency of the device to 
which poor Lord SACKVILLE has fallen a 
victim indicates an easy credulity unsuit- 
able to the profession of diplomacy. A 
persona ridicula cannot be a persona grata. 








PHILANTHROPY AND MONOPOLY. 
If we can believe the assertions of cer- 
tain persons prominent in trade, the monop- 
olist is only a philanthropist in disguise. 
The Deputy Chairman of the new English 
Salt Trust, Mr. JOHN CORBETT, sometimes 
called in England “the Salt King,” sturdi- 
ily refused for some weeks to enter the 
great “combine.” It is stated that the 
managers of the Trust threatened to set up 
salt works near Mr. CORBETT’S with the ex- 
pectation that lively competition would 
bring him to terms. But he surrendered, 
and thus the greatest obstacle in the path 
of the Trust makers was removed. He now 
assures the public that he and his associates 
have been influenced by purely philan- 
thropic motives. He denies that a monop- 
oly has been made, and declares that the 
combination will not oppress or harm any- 
body. ‘ Nevertheless, the Trust’s prospectus 
gave notice that the price of salt would be 
multiplied by three, and that the protits 
would be sufficient to pay fixed charges and 
“nearly 20 per cent. upon ordinary share 
capital.” The price of common salt in Eng- 
land has already been multiplied by three 
andahalf. With reference to his philan- 
thropic professions the London LZcenomist 
says: 
“The truth, of course, is that the Union is 
conceived simply as a money-making enterprise. 
ts alm ie to mulct the public for the benefit of 
the salt producers. The hope of the promot- 
ers Is thatit will not be necessary to make the 
public suffer ‘to any material extent’; but to 
whatever extent it is possible to co, in the way 
of making the monopoly richly remunerative to 
its holders at public expense, they are prepared 
to go. And to endeavor to palm off this vulgar 
money-grabbing scheme as a sort of philan- 
thropic enterprise is to add insult to in- 
jury. * * * The main question for considera- 
tion is whether, and if s0 under what condi- 
tions, an assoctation of capitalists with words 
of virtuous proteatation in their mouths, but in 
their hearts only a desire for their own aggran- 
dizement, should be permittea to aoquire the 
monopely of the national salt supplies with a 
view of wringing the last penny they can out of 
consumers.” 


The philanthropic motives of the makers 
of this Salt Trust, so suddenly disclosed, 
recall the utterances of several other mo- 
nopolists. When M. EuGENE SECRETAN of 
Paris was making the bargains and con- 
tracts by which great European capital- 
ists have monopolized the world’s supply 
of copper, he posed as a philanthropist. 
Said he: 

‘Interested speculators are accusing me of 
motives that have never actuated moe. Our 
only purpose is that every miner, desler, and 
manufacturer should have fair remuneration 
for his work. There is no intention on the 
part of those for whom I am acting to carry 
the price to an excessive level, but at a mod- 
erate and paying level there are hosts of 
people who will be benefited by what we are 
doing. High prices mean high wages to every 
one engaged in the metal trade.” 

Like certain protected manufacturers 
who are making a great deal of noise 
in this country now, M. SECRETAN was 
solicitous for the welfare and wages 
of the workingman. And so he created 
a monopoly of copper, and so raised the 
price of this very useful metal that the 
leading lake mining companies in this 
country are making profits that yield an- 
nual dividends of more than 100 per cent. 
The buyer of ingot copper must pay about 
171, cents a pound for metal that is pro- 
duced and laid down in this city for less 
than 61g cents. The market value of cop- 
per shares the world over hasrisen by great 





and workingmen—have high prices brought 
high wages to them? We recently quoted 
a statement from a paper published 
in the Michigan copper mining region 
that in no mine—not even in the most profit- 
able copper mine in the world—had wages 
been raised. The philanthropy of M. Src- 
RETAN and his millionaire associates begins 
and ends with themselves. Has the Sugar 
Trust raised the wages of its employés? 
The wages of some of them have been cut 
down, and the wages of others have been 
wholly discontinued. Therehas been a great 
deal of professed philanthropy diffused 
abroad from the makers of other “ com- 
bines,” but the influence of philanthropic 
motives cannot be traced in the closing of 
factories, the discharge of employés, the 
reduction of wages, and the enhancement 
of prices to consumers. It is a narrow 
philanthropy that has in view only an in- 
crease of the philanthropist’s profits at the 
expense of the public. This is not the kind 
of philanthropy that is regarded by the peo-, 
ple, as Mr. CARNEGIE says Trusts may be, 
“with serene confidence,” when it is nour- 
ished by the suppression of competition. 

Perhaps some of these gentlemen will ex- 
plain why itis necessary to make all their 
contracts and bargains in the dark, why 
they refuse to disclose the nature of their 
engagements and schemes even to legisla- 
tive committees of investigation until 
compelled to do so by threats of punish- 
ment. If their motives are philahthropic, 
and their combinations are devised for the 
good of the people, why are they so un- 
willing to let their good deeds shine in a 
naughty world? Why should they not 
openly proclaim their praiseworthy aims? 
Here and there may be found a combina- 
tion that does not strenuously insist upon 
the ‘‘ private ” nature of its “affairs,” but 
a majority of the philanthropic monopolists 
seem to be afraid of the police. 








DETROIT RIVER CHANNEL. 

It is understood that the War Depart- 
ment, which is to report to Congress at the 
next session in regard to the ownership of 
the navigable channels in Lake St. Clair 
and the Detroit River, through which com- 
merce passes between Lake Huron and 
Lake Erie, finds that for a considerable dis- 
tance the principal channel of the Detroit 
River runs wholly on the Canada side of 
the boundary line. 

This makes rather an awkward basis for 
applying one part of the policy of retalia- 
tion. The commerce that passes through 
the Detroit River every year is to be reck- 
oned by scores of millions in value. By far 
the greater part, of course, belongs to the 
United States; and most of the vessels 
carrying it pass through a channel which, 
opposite Amherstburg, in Ontario, skirts for 
miles British territory and is in British 
waters. It is true that there is also a chan- 
nel close to the Michigan shore, which, 
although narrow, can be used by small 
vessels. Forthe greater part of its distance 
it has a depth of from 14 to 20 feet and in 
some places is still deeper; but at two or 
three other points it shoals to only 8 or 9 
feet, so that in its present condition vessels 
drawing more would not dare to attempt it. 
A great part of the lake commerce is done 
in steam vessels drawing considerably more 
than ten feet, and all these would be made 
temporarily useless should the present navi- 
gable channel be abandoned. This latter 
passes directly between the main shore of 
Canada and a small island also belonging 
to the Dominion. A little to the west of 
this small island runs the boundary line. 
Beyond that line, east of Grosse Isle, which 
belongs to Michigan, a channel might be 
dredged and blasted wholly in American 
waters, but this would take much time and 
money. A quicker project would probably 
be that of deepening the narrow channel 
already spoken of between Grosse Isle and 
the American mainland; but this also 
would be an expensive affair. 

What makes this state of things particu- 
larly trying is that nearly all the improve- 
ments in the lower part of the Detroit 
River within Canadian waters have been 
made by our Government. The Dominion 
about a dozen years ago laid out, in remov- 
ing rocks to obtain a greater depth, less 
than $8,000. Our Government has already 
laid out more than half a million, and the 
very last River and Harbor bill appropri- 
ated about $130,000 more to complete the 
work. Nearly or quite all this sum has 
been expended within a few hundred feet 
of the Canadian shore, at a point ungues- 
tionably within the jurisdiction of the Do- 
minion. Still, apart from questions of hos- 
tility and retaliation, the expenditure has 
been a wise one. The Government went 
into it with its eves open, knowing that the 
money was to be laid out in Canadian 
waters. The engineers intrusted with the 
matter had reported that the channel on the 
Canadian side, about fifteen miles below 
Detroit, not only made a shorter route to 
Lake Erie, but could be improved much 
more cheaply than the American side. As 
the commerce passing through Detroit 
River is mostly American, and we were 
then living under a treaty which expressly 
provided for the mutual use of canals by 
the citizens of both countries, the money 
proposed was voted by Congress without 
any foreboding of the trouble that now 
exists. 

With regard to the St. Clair Flats Canal 
the report will nodoubt be different, the gen- 
eral impression prévailing that that water- 
way, on whose improvement Congress has 
also expended much money, has been found 
on examination to be in United States 
waters. But, as a chain is only as strong as 
its weakest link, so American ownership of 
the Lake St. Clair Canal will not help 
our lack of ownership of the navigable 
channel in the lower part of the Detroit 
River. Two probable results of the recent 
investigations will be a careful examina- 
tion of the retaliation project before it is 
put into execution and an inquiry into 
the expediency of providing new routes 
for lake navigation wholly on the Amer- 
ican side of the line. 


The balloon which was to have sailed 
forth and back over New-York this month 
has had its trial trip put off till next year. 
And that other air ship in which a French 
aeronaut was to cross the ocean during the 
jumps and bounds. And the voor miners , present Autumn, starting from New-York 


and landing perhaps in Norway, has also 
not appeared here. This, however, cannot 
strictly be called a double disappointment, 
since the real surprise for the public in such 
undertakings is to see them come off. How- 
ever, there is no reason why an airship 
should not be made to move forth and back 
and be steered in a light wind, since that 
has been repeatedly achieved in the experi- 
ments at Meudon, The claims put forth for 
the American invention are extremely mod- 
erate, and no pretense is made that it will 
revolutionize travel. Next Spring, whena 
great multitude is assembled in New-York 
for the centennial celebration, it may per- 
haps find a good time fortrial. As next 
year isalso;}the centenary for France, possi- 
bly the Paris invention, which is a far more 
ambitious undertaking, may be tested.

The withdrawal of Pixley will undoubtedly 
increase the chances of Merrow’s re-election. A

or Cleveland, and wil! clect Clanie to Congress 

from the Fifth District, bus Morrow’s district ts

THB PRESIDENT AREIVES, 


HE AND PARTY GO TO SECRETARY 
WHITNEY’S RESIDENCE. 

President Cleyeland, accompanied by 
Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Felsom, and Col. and Mra. 
Lamont, left Washiagton in a private car at- 
tached: to the limited express at 3:45 -P. M. 
yesterday, and arrived at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station at Jersey City at 9:40 o'clock 
last evening, the train being nearly half a hour 
behind time. Atthe Market-Street Station in 
Newark, where the train usually stops to let off 
passengers, a large crowd had gathered in the 
hope of getting a glimpse of their Chief Magis- 
trate, but the express flashed by at the rate of 
30 miles an hour, and they were disappointed. 
Many of them had gone out from this city in 
the expectation of being able to ride in en tha 
train. At the Jersey City Station about a hun- 
dred Jersey City people were in waiting.’ The 
President walked down the long platform with 
Mrs. Cleveland on one side and Col. Lamont on 
the other. 

The passengers of the train lined the sides of 
the platform and stoud with uncovered heads 
while the Presidential party passed by them.

CHINA HINTS AT RETALIATION. 

SaN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—The steamer 
Arabie arrived from Hong-Kong and Yokohama 
this afternoon. The Japan Gazette has a state- 
ment published in the Chinese Times to the 
effect that the attitude of the Chinese Minister 
te the United States in the mattor of the treaty 
which was recently rejected by the Chinese 
Government excited so great animosity against 
him in Kwan-Tung that endeavors} were made by 
an angry mob te wreck the Minister’s house. 
The Chinese Times alse contains a letter signed 
by the Pekin official and written just after the 


news had reached China that the United States 
Senate had passed the Chirese Exciusion bill 
Following is an extract taken from the letter: 

“If the obnoxious American bill should be carried 
into effect there will be nv other course open for 
China consistent with her dignity as a nation than 
to adopt retaliatory measures by prohibiting the 
citizens of thé United States from coming to China. 
This will be by no means proportionate to the harm 
done to the Chinese interests in America, but 
it will . have te be done .in-.order to 
show that thef Chinese cen do the same\thing, 
and if this will have no euvect in bringing the 
United States Congress and the United States 
Goverument to reason and fairness.then it will be 
a@ question for China to consider whether it is not 
time for her to cancel her treaties made with that 
country, to recall her subjects from there, to expel 
all the United States citizens from this country, 
and to cease all relations and intercourse, diplo- 
matic and commercial, with that country.”

POLLS AGAINST ASSAULTS OF REPUB- 
LICAN REPEATERS. 

Now that the last day of registration has 

arrived it is proper to say that mere than 700 


Republiean colonizers from Pennsylvania have | 


been spotted and will be arrested and sent to 
the State Prisen if they stay in this city and 
have committed any overt act in violation of 
the registration laws. The National Demecratic 
Committee have caused these men te be identi. 
fied by a committee of 155 Democrats from 
Philadeiphia, headed by Police Magistrate Rich- 
ard J. Lennon, Shipping Commissioner James J, 
King, and Jamee O'Neill. Ail these gentlemen 
came te this city on Tuesday, and on Wednesday 
they began their work. Five of them came from 


each of the 31 wards of Philadelphia, and each" 


is fully acquainted with the inhabitants of his 
own ward. They separated into squads and, 
accompanied by detectives from the Central 
Oftiee, they explored the hotels, jedging and 
boarding houses in all parte of the city where 
they had reason to suspect colonization. 

Some of the discoveries were comical. They 
found hundreds of men renowned in the annals 
of criminal justice in Philadelphia and possess- 
ing such striking oppeliations as “ Conkey,” 
*“ Patsy,” “Mickey,” ‘*Shang,” “ Artful Pete,” 
and ‘Yellow Jake,” passing as gentlemen of 
leisure under names of the utmost respectability, 
names which would create conti ience in the mind 
of the most suspicious registration clerk. The de- 
precatory way in which they acknowledged their 
éld familiar names when the members of the 
committees persisted in addressing them thereby 
was very amusing, and so were their attempted 
explanations of what brought them to 
New-York. Everybody knows that Phila- 
delphia is a quiet place; but accord- 
ing to the stories of these gentlemen 
with two names, business has entirely stopped 
those and New-York is the only place in the 
world where a job can be obtained. As 1t was 
well understood that these men are simply the 
tools of men who stood high in the counsels of 
the Republican Party it was deemed to be suf- 
ticient to give them waraing that their purposes 
were known, and that it would not be well with 
them if they did attempt any crooked werk. 
Many of them took the hint and left town. 

The investigations certainly prevented the 
arrival of another large cang which was to get 
here on Tbursday night. They left Philadel- 
phia, and the members of the commities and 
some detectives of the Central Office waited for 
them. They did not get here, and yesterday it 
was learned that they turned back at Trenton 
and went to Philadelphia. 

Col. Briee and Chairman Murphy of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee were in conference yes- 
terday with the members of the Business Men’s 
Cleveland and Thurman cenference at the St.

GROWTH OF A BIG ORDER. 

Ronpovrt, N. Y., Oct. 26.—An event of in- 
terest to the Odd Fellows of the Fifteenth Dis- 
trict ocourred here last night.

sion by Mr. Daly at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre 
leng ago, and the original play was presented 
during, Sarah Bernhardt’s {memorable engage- 
ment at Booth’s Theatre. There is plenty of 
wit and there are a few strong situations in this 
play, notably the first meeting of the 
Duchess de Septmonts and Mrs. Clarkson, tho 
scene between the wicked Duke and the 
miserable Duchess in Act IV., and the inter- 
view of the Duke andClarkson in Act VY. Tho 
long monologue of Mrs, Clarkson in Act III- 
was impressive, even thrilling, when Sarah 
Bernhardt played the part. Last night, while 
the woman who had ‘een a slave in New-Or- 
leans, and almost everything else in other parts 
of the world was reciting her aueer history 
the audience alternately admired the nice 
attitude of the polite listener, artistically as- 
sumed by Mme. Hading us the Duchess, ard 
yawned. Mme. Hading, however,did well to choose 
the réle of Catharine de Septmonts and leave 
that of the extraordinary American to one of the 
minor actresses, for the portrayal of the polite 
misery of the Ducbess is amuch more congenial 
task, and one well suited to Mme. Hading. She 
was very graceful and sympathetio in every 
seene, and unexpectedly forcible in the great 
climax, which, by the way, is about as unpleas- 
ant an exhibition of marital infelicity as any 
Freneh playwright ever imagined. 

But the centre of intsrest was of course 
Coquelin’s impersenation of the vicious noble- 
man, that exquisitely amusing scion of a 
famous French family who lost his fortune 
and his honor in the pursuit of pleasure and 
regained his position in society by conferring 
bis name upon a wealthy  tradesman’s 
daughter, whem he treated like a brute 
until he discovered that she had avowed 
her love for another man, when for the 
mere sake of a& new sensation he of- 
fered her his precious heart, which she 
naturally spurned with centempt. Maximin de 
Septmonts 1s a type of utterly degraded human- 
ity, with a thin but decidedly artistic veneering 
of polite manners. Tnis is not an agreeable 
character, and the play in which he figures is a 
remarkably unpleasant and unwholesome play. 
Nothing short of the wonderful powers of 
dramatie expression which Censtant Coque- 
lin possesses could warrant the representa- 
tion of the piece at this time. Under the 
influence of Coquelin’s art, however, the fable 
is accepted for the moment, and the spectator 
even sits patiently while a man of science de- 
votes a few thousand well-chosen words to the 
analysis of the vibrion, (for the supposed edifi- 
cation of a woman of the world,) satisfied to 
know that the wicked Duke coan’t be far 
off, and will soon come in =sight again, 
with his delightful manners and his perfect 
address to entertain by his alertness of intellect 
and profound self-satisfastion, to amaze by his 
revelation of utter depravity and lack of cen- 
science. There is not a hint of theatric artifice 
in this piece of acting. The actor scarcely ever 
occupies the centre of the stage. Every move- 
ment and toveis perfectly natural. Even the 
Duke’s gesture to Clarkson aa they go out to- 
gether to fight until one of them dies is un- 
exaggerated. Itisastudy of traits of charac- 
ter, wonderful in minuteness and displaying 
close study of one phase of humanity and 
brilliant beyond comparison in execution. 
It is the same Coquelin that we saw in 
“L’Etourdi” and ‘L’Aventuriére;” but how 
different! Even the shape of his head has 
changed. On the whole, however, one would 
rather remember Mascarille than the Duke de 
Septmonts. 

The performance was generally smooth and 
efficient, and as usual Jean Coquelin, Pauline 
Patry, Duquesne, and Deroy were exeellent in 
the réles alloted to them. The visit of M. 
Coquelin and his associatcs ends with to-day, 
when two performanees will be given. In the 
afternoon ‘La Dame aux Camiaiias” will be the 
play, and at night ‘L’Aventuriére” will be 
acted, and Coquelin will recite several mono- 
logues. 
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ARGUMENT ON THE HABEAS CORPUS 
PROCEEDINGS. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 26.—An application was 
made by Judge Irvine of Quebec and W. B. 
Ives, counsel for De Baun, the New-York de- 
faulter held for extradition, for his discharge on 
a writ of habeas corpus. The writ was issued 
by Judge Church to Jailer Read of the district 
of 8t. Francis, where the prisoner had been cem- 
mitted by District Magistrate Rioux of Sher- 
brooke, and the case came up for argument this 
afternoon before Justice Church. The Crown 
was represented by Messrs. Prefentaine and 
Greensbields. Mr. W. White, Queen’s Counsel, 


of Sherbrooke, and Mr. Dunbar of Quebec rep- 
resented the prosecution. Mr. Ives addressed 
the court, and said that the case was not a 
serious one; it consisted in embezzling $95,000 
from the Park National Bank of New-York dur- 
ing 10 years, and this tact, with his present 
lack of means, should influence epinion in his 
favor. Judge Church recommended the counsel 
to confine his argument to the line of a habeas 
corpus. The court sat merely as ap appellant 
court and net as ene of supreme jurisdietion. 
The ceunsel here cited several cases, among 
them that of John C. Eno in support ef this 
point, that the merits of the case should 
be considered. Mr. Ives then went 
into @® Statement of the case, and 
raised a& number of technical objections. 
Mr. Ives aleo stated that the extradition treaty 
was the supreme law, and spoke with authority 
80 great that no legislation had a voice in the 
matter. There was arecent innovation in the 
quality and quantity of the evidence required 
for eommitment, and the court must have suf- 
ficient evidence to justify the eharge. The 
treaty required more evidenes than an ordinary 
criminal charge, and it mnust be such as to 
justify a Judge in charging a jury against the 
prisoner. 

Judge Church asked what would be the result 
ofastatute conflicting with thetreaty. It was 
held the prisoner had nothing te do with legis 
lation. When aconvention was made between 
sovereign nations, neither person could put his 
own interpretation on it, but must abide by the 
mutual contract. He was citing a number of 
English and American authorities when the 
ceurt adjourned.

DEAD IN THE RUINS, 


WAS HE BURNED TO DEATH OR MUR- 
DERED? 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 26.—Baltimore has 
a ew mystery. Early this merning a fire broke 
out in the packing house of Platt & Co. in the 
southern section of the city. It was a peculiar 
fire. The flames were burning violently on the 
interior, but none of the blaze could be seen on 
the outside until most of the damage was done. 
The establishment is rather isolated and it was 
some time before the engines arrived. When 
the flames were subdued the dead body of the 
watchman, Jehn Jones, was found on the secend 
floor within three feet of a window opening on 


a shed, by which he could easily have 
escaped. Jones had beer the watehman 
for 20 years and he _ neither drank 
nor smoked. He was a_e strong man 
and was very active in spite of his 60 years. 
Several firemen and policemen state that they 
heard cries of “ Murder !” while the fire was in 
progress. When the first engine company burst 
open the door of the lower office a man running 
across the room was knecked down by a stream 
of water, but he jumped up again and ran off. 
They thought he was some one who had gained 
entrance through another door. John Riley, a 
watchman, was looking at the fire from a tug in 
the harbor near by. He sawa man clamber out 
of the window near which Jones’s bedy was 
found, run ever the shed, and jump down. He 
thought it was Jones. The body of Jones was 
so thoroughly burned that the finding of any 
marks of violence is impossible. Jones was 
known te keep meney in his sleeping room 
in the house, and two years ago he was rohbed.

A BRIEF SUMMING UP. 
RLV. : 

It has been the purpose of these “talks” 
to get at the principles which bear upon the 
werking of tariff taxes and reach conclusions as 
to their real effect upon those who work for a 
living. It will be well now to bring together 
concisely the principles and conclusions that 
have been reached, The following may be re- 
garded as established by experience and reason: 

The source ef the wages of labor and the 
profits ef capital is the natural resources of the 
country, out of which all products for man’s use 
are wrought, those that are imported from else- 
where being bonght with the results ef our own 


labor applied to our own resources. 

If the rate of wages and of profits is higher in 
one country than in another it is because its 
natural resources are greater in preportion to 


pepulation, and the same ameunt of labor and 
capital applied to production brings forth 
larger resulta. , 

In anew country with an unlimited variety 
of resources and opportunities of production 
those industries will be first established which 
yield the largest results to labor, and others 
will follew as soon as increase of population 
and facilities for trade makes them equally 
fruitful. The people will always occupy them- 
selves with those things that they can make the 
most out of. 

People devote themselves to partieular lines 
of production, and exchange their products, 
that is, they buy and sell and establish trade, 
because they can thereby get by means of their 
labor more of what they need for the satis- 
faction ef their wants. 

Different places in the same country. vary in 
their natural resources aud advantages, and 
therefore labor in those places takes different 
lines of production. Trade springs up between 
such places because the peopie of each can get 
more for their labor of the things they need by 
contining their produetion to certain lines and 
exchanging their surplus with the other places 
which produce other things to the best advan- 


tage. 

The object of labor is to produce those things 
which men need for their subsistence and com- 
fort and to secure their diatribution, and money 
enly serves port peire of effecting exchanges. 
Itis not an end in itself, but only the means to 
an end. It constitutes no part of the real 
wealth of the country or of the increase or loss 
in the production of labor. 

Price is simply a term for designating the buy- 
ing or selling rate of any product of labor in 
money, and does not of itself indicate the real 
amount or value of the products. High prices, 
indicating a large aggregate in figures of the 
value of any commodity, er low prices, showing 
a smaller aggregate In figures, do not increase 
or diminish the actual amount of the products 
which are'the real objests of purchase and sale 
and of consumptien. 

All taxes, whatever their purpese, and how- 
ever collected, must of necessity come out of 
the production of the labor of the country and 
diminish by so much the amount that is left for 
distribution among consumers, who are also the 
producers. 

If taxes are taken from accumulated wealth 
or the realized results of labor they interfere 
least with production. If they are imposed di- 
rectly on the products or tke processes of indus- 
try and trade they interfere more with produc- 
tion and taxe more away from the results that 
are to be distributed among the people. 

There is the same relative advantage in 
foreiga as in domestic trade, for articies of 
foreign preduction are bought omly when more 
of them can be obtained as the result of a cer- 
tain amount of labor at home than could be 
enptained by producing the same things at 
home. Foreign trade is necessarily a barter, 
in which each side gets some advantage, the 
country whose labor is most productive getting 
most advantage. 

{n foreign trade the sole object is an ex- 
change of products, and the accounts con- 
Stantly tena to balance, each country only 
buying in the long run as much as it sells. 
Money is no part of the object of this trade 
and is only used to settle unavoidable bal- 
ances, which are reduced so far as possivie by 
offsetting one account against another through 
bankers. 

To tax foreiga trade is to restrict it and lessen 
its advantages, and duties on imports by raising 
their prices diminish the amount of foreigu 
— which we get for our own, and there- 

ore lessen the returns for the labor bestowed 
upen the products which we export. 

Taxes on imports are a convenient means of 
raising revenue for the Government, and as 
they are collested through the prices of the im- 
perts when sold, they are not noticed so long as 
they are reasonable. But they are really the 
m oat costly kind of taxes four the pedpie, and 

hey necessarily come out of the production of 

he country like any other taxes. 

Taxes on imports laid tor the mere purpose of 
increasing prices, 80 that the same articles can 
be profitably produced in our own country 
when they would not otherwise be, are called 
protective duties. So far as pricea are in- 
creased the people pay out of the produetion of 
their labor not only the Government revenue 
but the bonus offered to capital to go inte the 
production of articles like those imported. 
Whatever is needed to make up the required 
profit in the protected industries the people pay 
out of the production of other industries. 

If the taxes are made higher than isjnecessary 
to give a fair profit, and prices are put up ac- 
cordingly, the consumers of the country who 
buy the goods at the high prices are forced to 
contribute from the fruits of their own labor to 
to excessive profits for capitalin the protected 
industries. Labor in these industries gets none 
of the benefits, and the labor of the country, as 
a whole, has to pay the taxes for private benefit. 

When the country was young and compara- 
tively undeveleped protection stimulated the 
establishment of manufactures and a variety of 
industries, and though it was done at the ex- 
pense of our own people it tended to increase 
population and attract capitai and labor from 
abread and make the Nation strornger and more 
independent. Its purpose was attained long 
ago, and the result of redueing duties in the 20 
years before the War was to increase prosperity. 

The present tariff grew out of the necessity 
of the Government for vast revenues in the 
time of the war, and duties were raised far 
above the point of legitimate protection, and- 
all efforts to reduce them to a reasonable basis 
have been thwarted by overprotected interests 
that make exorbitant profits out of the people. 

The growth ana prosperity of the Nation, so 
often attributed to the protective tariff, are 
sufiicieutly accounted for by the great re- 
sources and advantages of this country, the in- 
telligence and enterprise of its people, and the 
freedom of itsinstitutions. But its prosperity. 
instead of being steady and general, has beer 
spasmodic, and has contributed more to the 
wealth of capitalists than the well-being of 
laborers. 

The pretense on which a demand for the con- 
tinuance of high dutiés is based 1s the tust of 
labor in this country. It can be shown that 
with few exceptions, though wages are bigher, 
labor is so much more efficient and productive 
that its actual cost in the product turned out is 
not greater than in other countries. while the 
artificial increase of prices reduces the amount 
which the same wages will buy. 

Taxing raw materials increases the coat of 
manufacture, restricts the use of the materials, 
and is bad both forthe production of the ma- 
teriais in the country and for the manufaeturers 
that use them. 

While workers employed in protected indus- 
tries get none of the benefits of overpretection, 
nor of the increased prices which excessive 
taxes make — about six-sevenths of all 
the workers of the country are entirely unpro- 
teeted, paying the taxes in high prices without 
gotting any benefit from them. 

The farmers ef the country are put at special 
disadvantage. The surplus prosiucts of their la- 
bor are sold abroad at prices fixed by competi- 
tion in the world’s cheapest markets. They get 
their return through oe the prices of 
which are enormously increased by the tariff, 
whereby the amount of those returns is greatiy 
lessened, and for nearly all that they buy in the 
domestic markets they have to pay prices 
greatly increased by “ protection.” 

Tariff taxes are peculiarly taxes upon the 
poor, because they increase the cost of what 
everybody has to buy and cannot do witheut, 
the materials with which homes are built and 
furnished, the clething of the family, and many 
articles of food. They are drawn from al! con- 
sumers and reduce the amount of the neces- 
Saries and comforts of life that can be obtained 
with the wages or salary earned without increas- 
ing the wages or the salary. 

The benefit goes to capitalists, the cost is paid 
by labor, and the effect is te increase inequali- 
ties of fertune, to make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer, and the laborer more dependent 
upon his employer, and tv incite those who 
profit by the taxes to try to control the political 
action of free citizens. A WORKER,

TAX PEOPLE AND MAKE THEM 
HAPPY AND PROSPEROUS, 


EERE MEER SE 
To the Bditor of the New-York Times: 

Before I continue to expuse the proposed 
tariff swindle and legal robbery of the people’s 
hard-earned substance I must take notice and 
anawer tne following letter you received on my 
behalf: ‘

Please call Mr. Moore’s attention to the fact that 
he has wrongly stated the Senate schedule on 
woolen cloths and shawls. The fact is that en all 
valued at 40 cents and under the Senate leaves the 
duty where it now is. E. H. AMMIDOWN. 

Well, then, in answer to Mr. Ammidown I beg 
to say that Mr. Moore has not stated anything 
wrongly. Mr. Moore isin the line of tariff re- 
form in general and exposing swindling, rob- 
bing. sneaking tariff schemes in particular. 
And it would not do for Mr. Moore even to make 
a mistakein the premises. And now let me 
show. the matter in an official form. I will place 
the existing law and proposed law side by side: 


Existing law. Senate substitute bill,

Thus it will be seen that the existing law has 
only two rates, namely,on goods valued|not above 
80 cents a pound, 35 cents a pound and 35 per 
cent. ad valorem, and goods above 80-cents 35 
cents a pound and 40 per cent; whereas the 
swindling, sneaking substitute begins with 
goods valued at 40 cents a pound, and actually 
makes three rates before it comes to 80 cents & 
pound. Now, thea, what I stated was as fol- 
lows:

It willthus be seen that woolea shawls and 
cloaks are Gorrectly classified, and as tie unit 
of value had to be given as an actual basis, 
that of the importation of 1887, which was 6542 
cents per pound, an average for woolen shawls, 
the proposed duty thereon would be 101.07 per 
cent. This, I hope, will be plain enough and is 
mathematically correct. I know it is paimful 
reading to the scheming clique who want to 
fasten this logal tariff robbery on the people; 
but painful as it is, it has to be done, and I 
cannot, will not be deterred from the duty I 
owe to 65,000,000 tax and tariff ridden slaves, 
by all the protective tariff legues that may ex- 
iat either on earth or in ‘‘shecl.” Now for the ex- 
pesure of more proposed tariff tax robbery: 
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The above table shows that in 1887 we im- 
posed under the present tariff 67.89 per eent. 
tax on a cheap article of dress goods or clothing 
used by the truly hard-working wage-earning 
people, which cest abroad 15.20 sents a square 
yard, orin plain language, 151-5 cents. This 
tax was about 1014, cents on what cost 
abroad 151-5 cents. But it may be that the Pres- 
ident, Vice-Presidents, and all the members of 
the Protective League Club discovered that 
the people cannot pessibly be happy or 
prospereus under sucha tax. 80 they clapped 
on it nearly 3 cents a yard additional tax. 
That is 2 cents mere per yard specific ana 5 per 
cent. extra. And when the Senate bill becomes 
law, the tax on » yard of dress goods vosting 
15 1-5 eents abroad will be 1343 cents. The 
next article of extreme luxury in this woolen 
dress goods, which eosts abroad 20.09, or 
say, in plain English, 201-10 eent per square 
yard, is actually raised from the existing enor- 
mous duty of 82.96 per cent. to 92.50 per cent. 
And a yard of this weolen goods, which is * nol” 
worn or used by a Fifth-avenue lady, will have 
tu pay just 18% cents tax. 

Now, let the tax-paying serfs of this country 
know, learn, and understand that in 1887 we 
imported no less than 78,042,186 square yards 
of these goods, and during the fiscal year 1888, 
ending June 30 last, we increased this importa- 
tion to 85,630,007 square yards, costing abroad 
$18,342,363. 

And it seems improbable that the importation 
can be stopped by putting the duty higher, as, 
for instance, under the enormous existing rate 
of duty of 82 per cent. we actually imperted in 
1887 no less than 31,136,149 square yards, 
costing abroad $6,522,568, of that Kind of 
goods. I may soberly ask, after these plain 
exposures, whether 65,000,000 people are fools 
or lunatics to vole for a tax of 13 1-10 cents on 
ayard of woolen goods that cost 15 1-5 cents, 
and 18‘ cents tax on similar goods that cost 20 
cents abroad. 

Itonly remains to make clear to the people 
what the tax weuld be under the Mills bill. 
Well, then, the tax on asquare yard of woolen 
zoeds costing abroad 15 cents would, at 40 per 
cent., be 6 cents, and on an artiele cost- 
ing 20 sents it weuld be 8 cents, leaving 40 per 
cent. protection. The cost of manufacturing 
woolens as officially stated is 16.08 per cent.

GETTING MONEY FROM A PITTSBURG BANE 
VERY EASILY. ° 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 26.—A swindler 
from New-York succeeded to-day in pulling 
the wool over the eyes of one of the representa- 
tive dry goods firms in this city. His name, as 
he gave it, is Harry Goff. He represented 
himself at the retail stores of Joseph Horne & 
Co., on Penn-avenue, as identified with a large 
wholesale house in New-York, with which the 
firm named had business relations. Goff, it is 
said, had documents purporting to show that he 
was selling for the New-York house, and had no 
ditticulty in satisfying the firm that everything 
was all right. He was a very glib tal‘er, 
and fora long time confined his conversation 
strictly to business matters. He spoke about 
the outlook, referred to the probable outcome 
of the campaign, and seemed to have New- 
York polities at the ond or his tongue. Just 
before going away he produced a cheex for 
$1,000 on the house which he claimed to repre- 
sens, and asked if he could get an indorsement 
on it, simply for the purpose of identification, 
as be was not acquainted at any of the banks 
of the city. He got the indersement, took the 
check to a bank in the city, got the moncy on 
it, and then disappeared. 
Joseph Horne sald to-night that one of the em- 
loyes of the store and not any member of the 
tm was the person who indorsed the check. 
He declined to give the name of the firm whom 
Geff claimed to represent, or that of the bank 
at which the check was paid, elaiming that he 
had nothing whatever to do with the matter. 
When the swindle was discovered, the police 
were given notice and as good a description as 
could be given was furnished. Thus far there 
has been no clue obtained. Itis supposed that 
the man had other jobs of a similar character 
arranged, but he was discovered too soon and 
beat a hurried retreat from the city.

But the Norfolk Company has always fallen 
short of accomplishing the big deal of acquiring 
the East Tennessee, though its contrullers 
planned over and over again to carry the proj- 
eet through. Now itis too late. The Richmord 
Termipal Cempany, with whom the Norfolk and 
Western has a bitter ficht, has taken the East 
Tennessee In with a ninety-nine-year lease and 
openly declares that henceforth the Norfolk 
has got to fight for its very existence. A Direct- 
or of the Richmona Terminal Company is 
authority for the statement that the Jease of the 
East Tennesseo to the Richmond end Danville 
diverts about 100 carloads of freight per day 
from the Norfolk line. 

Still, there is this patriotic solace. There will 
not be many people im this country (except in 
Philadeiphia and in two or three Wall-street 
brokerage offices) who will feel any of the Nor- 
folk and Western’s bruises. It is the English- 
man who is saddled with most of the $92,800 a 
mile of securities. 

Those who are here, however, have a keon ap- 
preciation of the value and the beauties of bluf- 
fing. Hence all this talk about law suite against 


the East Tennessee by ‘ dissatisfied security 
holders.”

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND WILL TO-DAY 

SEEK SOME FINE-LOOKING ADMIRERS 


AND MANY GF THEM. 

The business men of New-York will show 
‘President Cleveland what they think of him in- 
dividually and politically to-day in such @ fasb- 
ion that he will go home to the White House 
confident that this city will pile up his plurality 
to such a degree that the State’s Electoral votes 
will be his. It willnot matterif it does rain, 
the business men will be there allthe same to 
show what men who are earning aliving will 
do for Cleveland. There is every probability 
that the parade will be one of the largest if not 
quite the biggest {political demonstration ever 
soen in this city. It will be composed of men 
who pay taxes, too, and know why they support 
one candidate in preference to the other. Up 
through the main arteries of the city’s tratftie, 
Broadway and Fitth-avenue, the paraders will 
make tbe buildings ring with thelr enthusiasm, 
and if ever-auy procession gained votes for its 
choice, to-morrow’s certainly will, The men 
who will march to tariff reform music will come 
from out of tewn, too, for Philadelphia, hearing 
that the metropolis was going te weloome Mr. 
Cieveiaud in aseemly manber, asked the privilege 
of sending GOO members of the Woelen Munutac- 
turers’ Association, who were couvinced that 
free wool would not injure their businoss, to 
participate in the big greeting.

Mrs. Grace Devidé a, lady of Southern 
birth, applied for registration as a voter at the 
registry office on Lexington-avenue, between 
One Hundred ana Fifteenth and One Hundérea 
and Sixteenth streets, yesterday and was re- 
fused. Her companion, Miss Anna P. Johnson, 
who had succeedea in registering elsewhere, 
mmediately repaired to the office of John J. 

’Brien and asked fer instructions, in order to 
make outa complaint against the registration 
officers. Miss Johnson and Mrs. Belva Lock- 
wood spent the evening in drawing up their 
complaint, with the intention of filing it Unis 
morning. The vigor with which tho Equel 
Rights Party has ocenductead its campairen 
has frightened away most of the __ origi- 
nal “ suffragists,’’ and the Ladies’ Voting 
Club, which was 80 o6nergetic last year 
under Kate Palmer Stearns, Elizabeth Schoon- 
maker, Mme. Demorest, and others, has no 
organization this year. Their apostie, Hamilton 
Willcox, for whom the Equal Rights Party ex- 
press supreme contempt, advised them to wait 
for the courts decision in Mrs. Barbour’s case. 

Mrs, Elizabeth B. Burnz and another w>man 
applied at Fourth-street, near Mereer, on the 
gdound that women were originally censidered 
Citizens and that there was nothing in the Con- 
stitution forbidding women to vote. They were 
refused on the ground that the special law en- 
titling women to vote for school officers was an 
acknowledgement that they had no right to 
vote for other oflicers. This, the women say, 1s 
the most reasonable answer they have been 
given. Mme. Demorest has made no attempt to 
register. 

Mrs. Cynthia Leonard and Miss Johnson were 
registercd almost without argument at Seventh- 
avenue, between Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second streets.

ON ILLEGAL REGISTRATION 


FAR MORE COMPLAINTS THAN 
ARRESTS. 

A FEW FAILURES TO ESCAPE—SUG- 
GESTIONS BY THE DISTRICT ATTOR- 
NEY TO THE POLICE JUSTICKS, 

Judge Brown of the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday reduced from $10,000 to 
$3,000 the bail in the case of Alfred E. Pourier, 

who was arrested for illogal registratien on a 

Warrant issued by Supervisor of Elections John 

I. Davenport, who had placed the bail at the 

tirst enormous figure. Pourier was arrested on 

Thursday evening on the ground that heis a 

non-resident. He registered at Morton and 

Bedford streets. He is a Custom House Em- 

ploye. Mr. Davenport hela him to await the 

actiov of the United States Grand Jury. Judge 

Brown granted a habeas corpus, and argument 

was had before him yesterday afternoon 

on the question of the reduction of 
bail. His counsel asked that bail be 
fixed at 8500. United States Distriet Attorney 

Walker, who appeured fer the Government, said 

the warrant had been issued in violation of a 

rule of the United States Circuit Court, which 

prescribed that before the issuance of a warrant 
application must be made to the District At- 
torney orone of his assistants, This had not 
been done in Pourijer’s case. How the biank 
warrants with his name came to be used iu the 

Comniissioner’s office he did not know, nor did 

he know on what state of facts this warrant had 


been issued. The District Attorney said he had 
none of the depositions in the case, and there- 
fore could not go into the merits of the ease. 
Judge Brown said until he knew more of the 
facts he could not take Itupon himselfto reduce 
the bail sv low as $500. Pourier could not tind 
$3,000 bail and went back to Ludlow-Strees Jail. 
The case will be more fully heard this morning. 

Michacl McCann, a laborer, : having no 
home or visible means of support, Who was ar- 
rested on Thursday night by Detective Wagner 
of the Twentjeth Precinct, charged with having 
registered asavoter in vViolatiou of the law, 
was arraigned for examination before Justise 
Gorman, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
yesterday morning. Benjamin F. Fox. one of 
the inspectors of election in the-Twelfth Elec- 
tion District of the Fifteenth Assembly District, 
was the complainant and he testified that Mc- 
Cann registered as a resident and votor of the 
district und swore that he lived at 510 West 
Thirty-tbird-street. David Wilson of 402 West 
Thirty-third-satreet, the owner of the premises in 
which McCann claimed a residence, made afii- 
davit that MeCann had not lived there fortwo 
yoars. He was committed for trial in default of 
$1,000 bail. 

Deputy United States Marshal William 
O' Keefe, assigned for duty to the Fifth Electien 
District of the Eighteenth Assembly Distriet, 
at 588 Third-avenue, was arrested on a bench 
warrant issued by Judge Gildersleeve yester- 
day on a charge of illegal registration. Com- 
plaint was made to the District Attorney’s 
ofiice shat O’Keele had registered on Oct. 9, 
from 600 Third-avenune, and again on Oct. 17 
from 2,311 Fourth-avepue. Assistant District 
Attorney Golf prepared the proper affidavits for 
submission to the Grand Jury, but as that body 
had adjourned until Monday they were laid be- 
fore Judge Gildersieeve. O’Keefe was brouxht 
to the District Attorney’s, and was very much 
frightened.. He said that he had lived at 2,311 
Fourth-avenue, but had got work at 600 Third- 
avenue, where he wason Oct. 9, and supposed 
that he was entitled to vote from that place. 
Subsequently to Oct. 9 he removed back to his 
former home, and believing that to be his legal 
residence he registered from there, and told the 
inspector of clection at 588 Third-avenue to 
take his name off the registry. This latter state- 
mert was contirmed by the ‘inspector, and Mr. 
Goff allowed him te goon parole, warning him 
not to attempt to vote, as he had lost his right 
to do so. 

Mr. Goft gaid that up to last night the District 
Attorney had received 260 complaints of illegal 
registrations, and that more had come from 

rivate citizena than from any one organization. 

he Cleveland and Thurman Wholesale Dry 
Goods Club has been very active, he said, in 
calling attention to violations of the law. In 
response to a communication from that club the 
following letter was written to it yesterday by 
the District Attorney: 

“T invite from the members of yourclub as well as 
from all other <persons information fconcern- 
ing illegal registration or attempts at illegal 
voting. Te «erect and prevent such sbould 
be a patriotic act on the part of every citizen. Com- 
munications which have been received from your 
club or members thereof have been promptly acted 
aaa and all such sent to me ehall be disposed of in 
like inanner, aud I may add that it would strengthen 
my hands were the information conveyed guar- 
auteed by the name and address of some citizen, and 
of course such communication will be regarded as 
strictly confidential.” 

“The District Attorney,” Mr. Goff said, 
*“‘wishes to say generally that he invites infor- 
mation from all citizens who bave knowledge of 
violatious of the law or attempts at such viola- 
tions. But the oftice is considerably emtar- 
rassed in that a great number of complaints are 
anobymous or sigued without any address. In 
many of these casos which have been investi- 
gated it has been found that there was no 
ground of complaint. If we have the guarantee 
of good faith on the part of any citizenin his 
name and address, his communication will be 
treated with the strictest confidence. Wedo 
not wish to go off on wild goose chases, 

“Tt ls not bis duty to compel Boards of Regis- 
try to place the names of duly qualified voters on 
the registry lists. While he is always willing to 
give advice it is not his provinee to secure them 
in their rights. The right to vote is a private 
right.and must be aeserted by civil means. 
‘The proper course is to apply to a Juatice of the 
Supreme Court by petitian, and thereupon a 
mandamus wiil issue to the board to place the 
voter's nawe on the list. 

“ As to the students who have registered, the 
District Attorney says that, while he 1s a little 
in doubt as to whegher he will proceed against 
them for such registry, because they have 
probably registered under a misapprehension 
of their right so to do, yet none of thew shall 
be allowed to vote, and if they do they will in- 
voke the powers ef the criminal law against 
them.” 

The District Attorney sent the following let- 
ter to the Board of Police Justices yesterday: 

“In some few instances recentiy persons have 
visited the Tombs Police Court to make complaints 
against parties for vielation of election laws in dis- 
tricts up town, and have been referred to the police 
courts at Yorkville or Harlem as the appropriate 
places where such complaints should be made. In 
ordinary cases it is undoubtedly a wise rule to re- 
quire accusations of crime to be made in the police 
court of the district within which the parties reside 
or the offense is alleged to have been committed. 
But I respectfully suggest that a different method 
should be adopted in the reception of complaints 
against persons accused of illegal registration or 
any other violation of the penal atatutes respecting 
elections. If complainants in this class of cases 
ure subjected to trouble and difficulty in finding the 
tribunalin which to present their complaints thoy 
are apt to become Jukewarm and indifferent in their 
efforts to bring offenders to punishment. It is a 
public matter. The person or property of 
the individual having knowledge of the 
wrongdoing has not been directly assailed. 
He has no more interest in the matter than 
every other citizen, and he will not subject himself 
to inconvenience and loss of time to do this work. I 
am of the opinicn that every possible facility should 
be atforded those who have information to impart 
respecting violation of our election lawa And to 
this end I very earnestly ask your body to consider 
the propriety of permitting complaints of this char- 
acter to be made in any police court in which the 
complainant may chance bo appear, with instruc- 
tious to the sitting magistrate to at once take ac- 
tion upon such complaints, without reference to the 
residence of parties. 

“Or, if this is notdeemed advisable, then I would 
suggest that ono court should be designated in 
which all such complaints should be made. This 
plan, while 1t would enable tbe citizen to know 
definitely where to go, and would thereby obviate 
some of the difficulties now encountered, is notin 
my judgment as wise a measure of relief as would 
be afforded by openins all the police courts to these 
complainants, thereby inviting the fullest disclos- 
ures and promising the promptoest action respect- 
ing this. dangerous species of crime.” 





HIS PUOKETS FULL OF MONEY. 

A policeman saw an apparently intoxi- 
cated and siabbily-dressed old man clinging to 
alamp post on Park-row Thursday afternoon 
and arrested him. Atthe Fourth Precinct Sta- 
tion House the prisoner was searched, and there 
was found in his pockets $15,996 93, mostly in 


gold certificatas. He gave his name as Patrick 
Skelly and nis residence as Thibodeaux, La. At 
the Tombs Police Court yesterday the cid man 
guve evidence of mental derangement. He said 
that he became owner of a plantation after tne 
War, and that early in the past Summer he had 
sold it, taking $30,000 of the proceeds and go- 
ing to Ireland, his birthplace. He returned 
from there about six weeks ago, and has since 
then been in this city, making his home in 
cheap lodging houses. He cannot account for 
the remainder of his $30,000. Judging from his 
seedy appearance and half-starved condition he 
has not spent it ic fine raiment or Inxurious liv- 
ing. He returned incoherent answers to the 
questions of Justice O’Reilly. It was learned 
trom him, however, that he has a brother and 
sister somewhere in Louisiana, but he aid not 
want them notified. An effort will be made to 
find hig relatives, andin the meantime he will 
remain in charge of the Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction. 





TRAINING FOR TRADES. 

John J. Tucker of the Aqueduct Commissien 
talked to a large audience of young men at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association Halil iast night 
on “ Training for Trades.” He said that he was 
giad of his appointment as an Aqueduct Commis- 
sioner mainly because it was an encouragement to 
men in the vuilding business. He pointed out the 
manner in which young men had been driftin 
iuto clerkships and desertin the mechanic 
trades. ‘I'wo reasons were assfgned for this—the 
idea that a mechanical trade lowers the social 
standard and the abandonment of the apprentice 
aystem.

LEAPED FROM A WINDOW. 


AWFUL DEATH OF A YOUNG WOMAN 
WHILE DELIRIOUS FROM FEVER. 


Mr. Thomas J. Lynchandfamily returned 
from a European trip a week ago and re-en- 
gaged a suite of six rooms on the sécond floor 
of the Hoiel Bristol, at Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
second-street. Mr. Lynch is a wealthy young 
man, and he married within two yeara the 
daughter of John M, Tobin, prominent in rail- 
road circles during the life of Commodore Van- 
derbilt. The young couple went abroad last 
Spring, taking their child, in the hope that the 
trip would be beneficial to Mrs. Lyneh’s im- 
paired health. She did improve, but during the 
return trip met with an accident which proved 
serious. The voyage was a rough one, and a 
piece of glassware was displaced and hit her 
violently on the head. The shock was too much 
for her delicate physical condition, and she was 
stricken with fever. Dr. William T. Lusk was 
summoned to the hotel to attend ber, and dur- 
ing his absence she was in Charge of two trained 
Catholic nurses. Her husband and mother were 
also assiduous in thelr attentions. At times she 
was deliriong and violent. The physician left 
her at 11 o’clock Thursday night, aud reported 
her condition very much improved. Yesterday 
morning the nurses found her so much better 
that they ieft her with her husband to attend 
mass. 

About 6:45 e’cloek Mrs. Lynch called her hus- 
band and asked him to get hera cup of coffee, 
She appeared so rational that he was thrown ot? 
his guard, and promptly stepped into an adjoin- 
ing room to summon a@ Walter. He was gone 
only a few minutes, but en his return the sight 
unnerved him. His wife’s bed was empty and a 
window near it, looking north, was open. He 
hastened to the window and looked down. He 
saw a ragged opening in the basement skylight, 
25 feet below, in a direct line with the window. 
This was enough}to coniirm his worst fears. He 
was inet going down stairs by employes of the 
hotei, whe asia Mra. Lynch had fallen through 
the skylight and was dead. The skylight was 
over ths hotel baker’s shop. Atthe time of the 
accident Henry Kruebkel was the only employe 
in theroom. He was at werk near the oven 
when the crash occurred, and the body fellina 
heap by his side. It was prevented from fall- 
ing on the hot oven by the sheet iron cap piece 
fixed between it and the skylight. Kruebel is a 
young German and a revent empleye at the 
hotel. He was frightened out of his wits, 
and, unmindful of the fact that his head was 
cnt by the broken glass, ted up stairs. He met 
cn the stairs another employe, and could only 
poiut toward tho baker’s shop. 

When Mrs. Lynch was picked up, there was 
no sign of lite. Dr. Lusk was summoned and 
carne with all possible haste, but the young 
wife and mother had passed beyond earthly 
help. Her akull and one leg had deen fractured, 
it was found. Thege injuries wore undoubtedly 
caused by striking the skylight. The glass is 
five-eighths of an inch thick and set in iron 
frames 12 inches apart. Two rows of glass 
were broken, but the iron frames were not even 
bent. The unfortunate woman must have fallen 
head first and sidewise to pass through the 
limited aperture. 

Mr. Ly»ch was almost prostrated by the blow. 
He found a kind and sympathetic friend in 
Munagor Woolley of the hotel, who did much to 
soothe the afflicted husband and relatives. Mrs. 
Lynch was only 29 years of age, attractive, 
and possessed of many amiable qualities that 
endeared her to all whom she met. The funeral 
will take piace Monday from St. Leo’s Church. 

Deputy Coroner Jenkins called at the hotel 
during the afternoon in an official capaoity and 
reported the fucts of the case as stated.

When reporters sought the managers for ex- 
planation of the reasons that had prompted the 
move they were told that fear of the effects of 
the Mills bilt had impelledit. They edmitted 
that the Mills bill had not become a law, but 
insisted that the effect of the agitation over its 


passage had been to make dealers cautious in 

uying and to leave a large mass of manutact- 
ured material in the storerooms of the factories. 
The company employs 3,000 or more hands— 
men, women, and children—and the running on 
short time will reduce their earnings one- 
quarter. 

The managers of the Clark mills are the 
Warmest Republican partisans in New-Jersey, 
aud the partial shut-duwn on the eve of the élec- 
tion is regarded as a political move, designed 
to intimidate their employers) The company 
has in fact been charged with having nmiade 
attempts to coerce ita bands into supporting 
Harrison and Morton, by threats that those who 
voted otherwise might find their places 
vacant atter election. It is only three 
days since the Democratic Committee of 
Essex County felt called upon to issue a 
public notice to the managers of the con- 
cern that their attempts to coerce the 
suifrages of their employes were in direct viola- 
tion of law, and to cali their attention te an uct 
which makes all moves in that direction on the 
part of employers punisbable with large fines 
and long imprisoament.

VOTERS’ QUALIFICATIONS. 


WHO MAY AND WHO MAY NOT REGISTER 
AND VOTE. 

Inquiries are being made daily about the 
right-to rogister for and to vote at the coming 
election. For the benefit of these seeking infor- 
mation these points are worthy of considera- 
tion: 

No citizen can vote uuless registered. In 
order to vote, the applicans should have been 
a citizen 10 days, shall have had a year’s resi- 


dence in the State, a residence of four montha 
in the county, and not leas than 30 days in the 
election district. 

Legal residence for voting purposes depends 
on the intention of the would-be voter. A mere 
temporary absence, no matter how prolenged, 
does not make a change in residence. There 
must have been an intention of residing else- 
where, or rather a lack of intention of returniug 
to the first residence. Thus, a person leaving 
the city fer the Summer months, or for a tour of 
businegs or pleasure, does not lose his residence 
in this city, even if on his r- turn ne goes to re- 
side in another portion of the city. He must be, 
however, actually or constructively, a resident 
ot the election district for 30 days prior 
to the election. By the Constitution of 
the State, moreover, no porson is deemed 
to have gained or lest a_ residence 
tor voting purposes “by reason of his presence 
or absence While employed in the service of the 
United States; nor while eugaged in the navi- 
gation of the waters of the State, er of the 
United States, or of the high seas; nor while a 
student of any seminary of learning; ner while 
kept at any ailmshouse or other asylum st pub- 
lic expense; nor while confined in any public 
prison.” This provision would include the case 
of a canal boatman who may register and vote 
in the election district containing the wharf to 
which his boat is tied. 

Men convicted ef felonies are not allowed to 
vote, even if pardoned, unless they are duly 
restored to citizenship. Persons who bet on 
the result of an election may be challenged and 
prevented from voting. 

The —_— of age often arises. A man 
possessing the other qualitications whe was 
born on or before Nev. 7, 1867, may vote at the 
coming election. 

All native born males of the age of 21 years 
and over and all duly naturalized feretgn-bern 
males of the same age may vote if registered. 

To become naturalized a person must have 
been a resident of the country for five years and 
must have declared his intention ef becoming a 
citizen two years before he applies for his cer- 
tificate of naturalization. If he arrived in this 
country befere he was 18 years of age he may, 
after being here five years and after he is 21 
years eld, apply for and obtain his certificate of 
naturalization. The naturalization of a foreigu- 
born man Daturalizes his minor children.

ONE OF HIS MANY REFORMS 


MAYOR H#HWITT’S PROTECTION 
OF UNEMPLOYED POOR. 
How HE HAS BROKEN UP THE SWIN- 
‘DLING EMPLOYMENT BUREAUS 
WHICH USED TO ABOUND HERE. 

How thoroughly Mayuor Hewitt has 
proved himself the friend of the workingman 
and the poor who ure unabie to retaia lawyers 
te protect them in their righte is clearly shown 
in the reforms he has éffected among the em- 
ployment bureaus, pawnbrekers, and auction- 
eers of the city. When the Mayer came into 
office these places were fruitful sources of com- 
plaint, Their swindling operations never af- 
fected people who were able to defend them- 
selves and muintain their own rights; their 
victims were always amovg the very poor or 
unfortunate whom duress of circumstances bad 
made their customers. Complaintsfrom this 
class of people are gencrally given but cool con- 
aideration. Thereis no element of the heroic 
abont them to attract volunteer champions. 
In the eyes ofthe great majority their com- 
plaints are often trivial, but they frequently, 
nevertheless, involve the eutiro yolume of their 
earthly possessions. When complaints of this 
character have heretofore been made, if given 
any consideration at all, they have been referred 
in a perfunctory way to the Marsal to investi- 
gate, and that was generally the last that was 
heard of them; but most frequently the ‘people 
have been advised to seek their remedy in the 
courts, and of course that was the end of the 
case, for the poor cumplainanis huve no money 
to pay lawyers,even where ths amount in- 
volved—generally from $2 to $10, seldom over 
$30—would equal the feo of the lawyer. 

Mayor Hewitt adopted a different policy. 
When the complaints were made to him he 
would summMou Marshal Byrnes and have the 
swindler compiained of summoned before him 
without loss of time, and there, confronted by 
the complainant, he would near and determine 
the case informally, but without prejudice, 
fer every accused person was given tbe oppor- 
tunity to defend himself. If the complaint was 
justly founded he would order the immediate 
restitution of the mouey or goeds under peualty 
of forfeiture of the license of the oifender. 
From this summary proceeding there was 
no appeal tor delay, in the bope = or 
expectation ot worrying the unfortu- 
nate victim into a& compromise or the 
surrender of his claim. Where the offense was 
more flagrant, as happened in several cases, 
more severe penalties were Visited upou the 
offenders, and in some instances, under the 
Mayor’s direction, the oases were followed to 
tke oriminal courts, where convictions have 
been secured, and the offenders are now serving 
sentences in Stute prison. 

A Nrs. Horn, who kept an ostensible intelli- 
gence office, was refused a renewal of her 
license. Her daughter called to inquire the 
reuson why. Tne Marshal, under the Mayor’s 
orders, had been investigating a complaiat that 
the old wolaan had been sending girls in search 
of employment to houses of ill repute. That 
afternoon ahe was arrested upon the charge, 
and a week later she was convicted and sent to 
Sing Sing for two years and eight montls. - The 
licenses of several employment agents were re- 
voked and criminal proceedings begun against 
them, unter pressure of which they skipped to 
parts unknown and have not since returned. A 
gang of ten of them had organized a conspiracy 
to swindle men and women in search of employ- 
ment. Fora long time their pian of operations 
was successfully concealed, but capes Hewitt 
was determined to put an end to their practices, 
and by a general movement against them he 
disclosed their plan, breke up their combina- 
tion, and drove them all outofthecity. He 
found that four of these establishments in this 
city were allied in the conspiracy with similar 
establishments in distant parts of the country. 
The plan of operation of the conspirators was 
singularly deliberate and cruel. They would 
enlist unprincipled foremen and jabor contract- 
ersin theirscheme, by sharing with them the 
fees they received from the «pplicant. A man 
would apply to theemployant agent for work 
and pay the usual fee—from $2 to $5—often find- 
ingit uecessary to pawn a piece of clothing or 
other chattel to raise the money to pay this 
fee, and then be would be sent to the confeder- 
ate foreman, who would ‘stave him off” with a 
promise of workin aday or twoor give hima 
job with prospect of steady work and dis- 
charge kim for ‘“‘incompetency” or for some 
other trumped-up excuse before he had earned 
even the cost of the arduously-sought situation. 

Wher this scheme did not work the other and, 
if possible, more outrageously-cruel deception 
vas employed of sending men off in gangs to 
distant parts of the South and Weat to work on 
maythioal railroads, canals, harbor improve- 
ments, and other works requiring large num bers 
of laborers. One such gang was soutto Jack- 
sonviile, Fla, carly last Spring, and some of 
them will never come back; for before they 
could get together money enough to pay their 
passage back to the North they had become the 
victims of yellow fever. But some of the vio- 
tims did come back as s00n as they discovered 
the deception to which they had been subjected, 
and upon their return they went in a body to 
Mayor Hewitt and laid their case before him. 
He had the employment agents brought before 
him and ordered them to pay back to the men 
the fees they had paid and the expenses to 
which they had been put in their trip to 
Fiorida. Some of them could not or would 
not do this, and they were arrested on charges 
preferred by the Mayor's Marshal. They sub- 
sequently skipped the county and forfeited 
their bail. Butthe gang has been broken up, 
and those that remain are possessed of a whule- 
some terror of Mayor Hewitt. They do not yet 
sdhere to honest practices, but tbeir victims 
have only to threaten to complain to Mayor 
Hewitt about them and the sharp practicers 
upon the credulity of the poor make restitution 
without delay. Some rules have also peen is- 
sued for the future observance of these gentry. 
For instance, when the tirst applicant for a po- 
sitien is sent toa place of employment all sub- 
sequent applicants sent shall be notitied of all 
that have been already sent, ani if the place is 
filled the unsuccessful applicant shail have his 
money restored. In the case of female help the 
names and adcresses of «very female sent tea 
position shall be entered in a register, togcther 
with the name and address of the employer. 

These rules are enforced under the penalty of 
forfeiture of license. The honest people en- 
gaged In these several occupations are delighted 
with the Mayor’s honesty and firmness, but the 
venal portion, unable any longer to reap the 
rich revenues from the working people they had 
systematically defrauded, are doing all they 
can to prevent the Mayor’s re-election. 

GRANIT’S ATTACK ON GEN. NEWTON. 

Gen. Newton, Commissioner of Public 
Works, will to-day answer the charges made 
by Mr. Hugh J. Grant that the law has been 
evaded in the awarding of contracts in his 
department. He was not at his office yester- 
day. His Deputy, D. Lowber Smith, indig- 
nantly deelared that Mr. Grant’s figures and 
other alleged facts were not true. ‘‘Mr. Grant,” 
he said, “did not know what he was talking 
about. Bids could not be cailed for for the 
work of cleaning sewers, because sewers have 
to be cleared as soon as they are found to be 
dirty, and the cost of cleaning them depends 
on the amount of dirt in them.” 

Mr. Smith said there was no record in the 
books of the Department of Public Works of 
the so-called subdivided contracts spoken of 
by Mr. Grant. That gentleman’s attack on 
Gen. Newten and Mr. R. A. Cauningham was 
inspired by political motives, and its wrong- 
fulness would be clearly shown. 


SUBMITTED ON BRIEFS. 

The second trial of the suit of the Commercial 
Telegram Company to restrain the Stock Exchange 
from removing its instruments from the tloor of the 
Exchange was finished yesterday, before Judge An- 
drews, in Part Il. of the Supreme Court, special 
Term. Col. Ingersoll maintained that new facts 
had been brought out in favor of the Commercial 
Telegram Company that were not shown on the 
first trial, whieh was decided in favor of the Stock 


Exchange. Judge Andrews said that the case fell 
within very narrow lines under the decision of the 
General Term granting a new trial. Col. Ingersoll 
admitted this, but said there was a difference in the 
evidence brought out on the two trials, ‘and he 
wanted a little time to show on the summing u 
what the difference was.
